N CT, owne imperfections, and the different operation 
N | of a mouing Voice and breatble([e letters, am 
therefore naturally timorow of publike cenſures; and had kept my lines with- 
in doores, if either importunitie had not inticed them abroad, or I had not 
feared their ſtealing out at a backe doore. Now, as they are, I commend them 
0 hau Ladiſbip, it bauing beene, time out of minde, à courteſſe allowed the 
Preſſe; to take rip the Paſſe where it beſt affefts. When I lined farre re- 
mote, Sir Iohn Ctofts, your huband, my worthy and louing Patron, — 
neuer ſcene me, (ent and caſſed me ta the place I haue. fince which time it has 
pleaſed both Him and yaur ſelfe, au ;yaur Noble children, aud my Hono- 
table LA DIR CHEAN x (with whom you livedin the ſtraiteſt band of 
lou, vntil God; by a bleſſed death, in her ripe age, tooke her to his mercie) ſo 
much to fatouryme, that hereby I haue beene the better both encouraged and 
enabled to my ſtudies, which were falling to the ground for want of _—_ 
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The: Epiſtle Dedicatorie. 
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And if that were not, yet what I haue ſcene fince, in the courſe of your life, 
and the order of your familie, were enough to binde all good minds, that honour 
Vertue, cvnto you ; whoſe xeale to Religion, and loue to Learning, and con- 
zinuall exerciſe therein both by reading and practiſe, igyned with ſuch 
promptneſſe of memory and modeſtie in ſpeaking, gives youintereſt in al 
either Learned, or Godly, and makes you worthy of more than my poore 
words can attribute. Saint Terome commends a Ladie becauſe ſhe made her 
daughters and gentlewomen that were about her daily to reade and learne 
ſomewhat out of the Scripture : akinde of commendation now worneout 
of faſhion, like a ſute of apparell of the old make : yet your Ladiſbip hath not 
refuſedit; that he who hath ſeene your children and attendants about you, 
priuate, at worke, hath doubted which were the worke ; the reading of ſome, 
while others were working, or the working of others while ſome were rea- 
ding. Which parts men obſeruiug in perſons of your ramſte, haus taken libertie, 
without all feare, and freely to ſpeake thereof; and the wiſeſt that haue bezne, 
uch as Ignatius, Chryſo ſtome, lerome, Baſil, Nazianzen, Saint Paul Him- 
ſelfe, and the holy Euangeliſts, haue mentioned them, and more than mentio- 
ned them, left vs thoſe memorials of them that the Church of God could not 
haue ſpared : as may be ſeene by their affettionate writing of, and to, the Ma- 
ries, Lydia, Lois, Eunice, Caſſobolites, Olympias, Læta, Demetrias, Paula, 
Euſtochium, Celantia, Saluina, and divers more; Whoſe vertues therein 
mentioned are a great part of that which bath taught and giuen example to 
noble women in all ages fince. For coniugal loue, mothetly pietie, matron- 
ly grauitie, wiſdome, bountie, humilitie, hoſ pitalitie, vertue, ball be both 
regiſtred, and commended, and imitated, and honored, when the contrary ball 
be contemned in the greateſt, and, now and then, ſent downe to the graue with 
a peale of ſatyres. Goc forward then and maintaine what God hath giugn you; 
and as theſe things are yours in an eminent manner, ſo bold them faſt and va- 
luc them aboue your hiubands ſtate, or your patronage : much more aboue 
glittering apparell and worldly pleaſures, and thoſe vanities and exceſſes 
Wherewith ſo many pleaſe themſelues and no body elſe.” And ds here they 
yeeld you honour and reſpect, ſo in Death (which determines all our actions, 
and laies the pleaſures of finne pon Gods cold earth you G taſte the be= 
nefit thereof: for the delights of the fleſb, and the pride of life;will poiſon the 
graue; but the feare of God ſhall be recompenced with Honor, and Peace, 
and Eternall life: which things are daily behight conto\you, your godly 
huuband, and verruous children, in his praiers to God 0 an!

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Kings moſt happy ſucceſſe in the Crowne 
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I exhort therefore , that firſt of all, ſupplications , praier, interceſa 
fon, and giuing of thankes, bee made for all men for Kings, and 
for all that are in authority: that we may leade a quiet and peaceable 
life in all godlinefſe, and honeſtie 

ND is it crue, thatall theſe things are ſo indeed as they 

ſeeme ynto vs? are wee not deceiued ? doe wee certain 
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ſee one another indeed, that we dreame not of that w 
is but a fancie and beguiles vs ? are we out of our beds, 
waking, and moving, and truly vnderſtanding hat be- 
falles vs ? js it day · light ? are our cies open ? is not floepe 
ſtill vpon vs, or waking dreames, preſenting vs with ima- 

inations ? are they notſhadowes that are about vs ? Is ir 
credible that a finfull Nation, fo ill deſeruing at the hands 
of God z ſo watche by enemies in our e, the moſt 
l — ˖ duell and mercileſſe that cuet were z and threatned by 
him and his that thinke they haue power to ſhut vp heauen, and reftraine the influence 
of euery creature ʒ that waited for nothing, as this day, but confuſion and cuery miſ- 
chieſe to fall vpon vs that their wrath could procure; is ic, I ſay, poſſible that a people 
in ſuch danger of ſhipwracke, in good. carneſt without dreaming, ſhould, — 
43 ing; 
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ſtanding, live and breathe the ſame life we did, enioy the ſame mercies of our God» 
the ſame ſecurity, the ſame peace, both of State and Church; and they lie at our feet 
like the hue Kings of Canaan, that meant to haue devoured vs? and this day, which 
they prophecied ſhould haue beene the diſmalleſt that euer roſe vpon the kingdome, 
allemble alſo together in ioy and triumph, men, women and little children, to cele- 
brate our peace, ringing and ſinging, and teioycing before the Lord our maker? 

Parſ-ns, the Ieſuite, a man well knowne to our State, and by his owne, thought a

bell of Eg e. tie uncertainty of the next heiro, our Countrey was inthe moſt dreadfull and d ſperate caſe, 
peg: ne. e,. „ the greateſt miſerie and moſt dangerous ter mes, that ener it was ſince or before the ¶ on- 
ff : and in ſarre worſe than any Countrey of ( briſtendome ; by the ccrtainty of moſt 
lardy, ciuill, and forraine warres : all our wealth and felicity what ſoemer depending vpon 
a few vncertaine daiet of Qucene Elizabeths life; and ſuch as hoped otherwiſe he calles, 
common perſons, and thriftleſſe yonkers. And this was the generall cry and expectat ion 
of them all: chat what we now ſee ro thecontrarie, through Gods infinite mercy ,againſt 
ther conſpiracics, may ſeeme a dreame and our — this day, to celebrate this 
metey, may ſeeme a fancy or deluſion of our ſenſes. And indeed for men to bee thus 
miſtaken in their ſleepe it is ordinary, For, Eſay 29. 8. A hungry man dreames, and 
behold he eateth; a thirſty man dreames, and loe, he ts drinking : and yet when they wake 
their ſeule is empty. For ſuch is the nature of dreaming: ( m1igy/s ns dei, & S us 
ru ;algw) it i full of deceit, and willſet vs a playing with monſters, 
2 But that which we are about s neither dreame nor deluſion, nor are you aſlcepe, 
but waking, and you really enioy vnder your hands all that you thinke on; and ſee 
a wonder beyond any euer dreamt of: and it is day, euen cleare day· light, one of the 
lightſomeſt that euer fhined on our Nation; the Sunne is vp, and hath ſhewed vs the 
pal. 118. 2% vnſpeakable mercies of our God. Thu #s the day which the Lord hath made, wee wil 
rezozce and be glad therein, And long may this day endure z likethe day of Ieſuah when 
the Sunne food ſtill in Gibeon, andthe CHMoone in the valley of Atalon : Let the tender 
mercies of God euermore enlighten it with the day-ſpring from aboue ; ler eternitie 
embrace it and claſpe it round about, that ir may bee joined with the daies of heauen, 
and meaſured together with eternity: let clouds, nor miſts, nor ſtormes, nor tempeſt, 
nor the ſnobe of the bott omleſſe pit, euer ouerſhadow it; nor the darke night tread vp- 
on it: let it ſhew the paths of righteouſneſſe, and the waies of God to all people: in 
the light thereof let vs ſee long peace, and the continuance of true religion, the amend- 
2Ep. ad Magne. ment of our liues, and the downefall of Antichriſt, Write this day, as 21 gnat ius ſaith 
of another day; the Lady and miſtre ſſe of all ot her daier: the blelled day which the 
Lord hach made, therein to ſhew the riches of his mercies to the vnworthieſt nation 
b Tenul. apol. chat euer was; God grant we may be able to rejoice Þ Cenſcientia non laſcinia : not la- 
c Euthym. in 2 1 . 
Pal. 117, ſciuouſiy but righteanſly 5 evt celebrem Des ac ſplenduluem ſolemmit atem agamius : that 
mne make dur ſolemnity ſuch as the goodueſſe and gredtneſſeof Gedrequirerh, 

3 To which, purpoſe the words of my text doe fully inſtru vs, They are an ad- 
monition touching che matter of praier, wherein:the Apoſtle requires that, without 
limitation, we pray and giue thankss for all men: but namely for Kings and pablke 
Magiſtrates, and ſuch as are eminent in the State, that the Goſpell may be propagated, 
peace, vertue and iuſtice, may be maintained. For, Pros. 29. When good men ars in 
autherity, the people ſhallreioicey but when the wicked beare rule, the land mournes : And 
Eſar 49. Kings (ball be thy nowriſhers, and Queenes thy nurſes ; when God will pur his 
Church into chehands of che Magiſtrate as it were to nurſe, let hani bet rendred to 
him ſor his ordigance, and ſupplit at ion, and praiers, andinterceſſion be made ſor their 
continuance in well doing j that the State vnder them may be in peace, and be gouer- 
ned iaſtij and religiouſly. Hee complaines immediacly before, of ſome that, lately by 
their apoſtacie from theit religion, had hindred the Goſpell, and indammaged the 
Church: had there beene a Chriſtian zealous Emperour, a Conſtantive, a I heodoſſus, 
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2 louintan, a lehn Frederuke, this eicher had not fallen out, or had not done ſo much 
burt; now, in this want, all that could be done was to excommunicate; which being 
too little for the remouing ot ſo great a miſchieſe, he cherte and requires, that princi- 
pally aboue all thing i a care be had in the Church, that praier and rhanke/giuing be made 
for all meu, that no man fall from faith and à goed corſcience : and namely for Kings 
and Magiſtrates, that ſuch as fall being ſuppreſſed by the ſecular power, the peace 
and quiet ueſſe, the piety and honeſty, of Church and State may be preſerued. This is 
che ſenſe and connexion of the text. 

4 Wherein our Apoſtle affirmes three things. Firſt, the exerciſe that he would 
haue vſed. Secondly, the matter of this exerciſe, Thirdly, the end why wee ſhould 
thus exerciſe, The exerciſe is praier. The matter of this praier, for all men, and name. 
ly for X ings and Magiſtrates, Theand why, that wee may leade a quiet and calme life, 
in godlineſſe and honeſtie, In handling whereof you will ſoone perceiue me to omit ma- 
ny points that are incident: but I muſt attend vpon the time, and will aime onelg at the 
occeſion. 

Eirſt, the exerciſe commended is praier and thankeſgining, For, 2 Cor, 10. 4. 
the weapons of our warfare are not carnal! but mighty : where Sint Chryſoſtome notes vp. 
on that place, not aur wealth, or prwer, or flattering of our ſelnes can ſane vs, but the 
power of God. This duty is expreſſed in foure termes: ſapplication, praier, interceſſion, 
thaukegining. The ſtreame of Doctors, and expoſitors, old and new, commonly di- 
ſtinguiſh theſe 2s foure ſeuerall k indes of praier, albeit they ſrarce agree in defining 
them. The moſt receiued diſtinction is, that ſupplicat ions are for the pardon of our 
linnes, Praiers, the vow and promiſe, that wee make to God, touching the amend- 
ment of our life, [ntercefſi»» when we pray for others. Thankeſgining, when we praiſe 
his Name, for the graces he beſtowes vpon vs, Others, who ſeeme to come neererthe 
point, expound chem thus: when we pray God to turne away euill, this is ſupplicati- 
en: when to giue vs the good wee need, tlus is praier: when wee ſimply craue any 
thing whacſoeuer, this is interceſſion : when wee blale God for his mercies, this is 
thanke/pining, For my owne part, ]thinkeit more probable and eaſier to defend, that 
the Apoſtle intends no ſuch diuiſion, in regard of the matter of Praier; but onely to 
commend the ſame thing in diuers words, according to the cuſtome of the Scripture z 
for howſocuer prater and thanks /gining may be diſtinguiſhed; yet the reſt either cannot 
by reaſon they docall of chem elſentially include each other; or are not, in this place, 
by reaſon che definitions aſſigned will not ſo aptly ſure with the Text, I will therefore 


follpw Hilary, ulio applies them to the ſeurrall motions of the mind het wich we ought In Pal. 149, 


to pray: for mall praier it is neceſſary that che mind belife vp to God by charitie, hu- 
militie, and faith: our chermie deſires the good of others as well as out one; our h. 
milit ie praies with all ſubmiſſion to God, and acknowledges what we receiue of his 
wercie: our faith makes vs flie to God alone, and in his goodnelle to repoſe out 
confidence, According to which expolition, this diſtinction of words is not founded 
on the watter of praier, ſo much as on the ſeuerall ha it and motion of the minde 
whence true praier proceedeth, and here with it is informed. For euery morall action 
is ſpecified by the intention of the doer: and therefote the intentions or motions of 
the mind being diuers, the ſatne praier harh alſo divers appellations. 

6. Which things thus expounded, wee may perceive what the thing is that is moſt 
effettuall ard auaiſeable to the proſperity of a kingdome, that Kings and Rulers may 
ſucceed and hold out, to the comfort and happi fe of their people, our Apoſtie bid. 
ding make praier and ſepplicatien, and giae 1haxkes for theſe things, Not that policie, 
or ſtrength, and counſe]] may be negletted, for that were tempting of God, and con- 
tem ning the meanes which he bath appointed; but becauſe it is God alone that giues 
motion to theſe things, and the influx of his prouidence makes them effectuall: By 
bim Kings reigne, and Princes rule, and all the Nobler and ſudger of the earth, ſaith $4- 
loman, Pros. J. and Job 12. He leaders Connſellers away ſpoiled, and makes the Indges 
fooles : be looſeth the collar of Kings, and girdetb their loines with a girdle : hee powreth 
centempt pen Princes, and weakgneth the ſtrength of the mighty, If his helpe and mercy 
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be wanting, the ſinewes of a State will ſhrinke, and the wiſdome of the wiſe will bee 
infatuated; policy will be no better than lunacy, glory will turne into miſerie, and ar- 
mies of men will but helpe to make the fall heauicr. ½ 3 , Me AyhDνα H x W 
gend For what God will haue come to paſſe will out- wor le all humane conſideration ; and 
then, as Natsanzen ſpeaketh, Tandem ſubmergetar nauis que mites ad partum fœlici- 
ter appulit : Hope which vſeth to bring the moſt miſerable to the ſhore, it ſelfe ſhall ſinks 
and periſh, Thus che mightieſt States haue beene diſſolued, and all worldly power, 
when God abandons it, falles to the ground. That, as Sidowins (| peaketh, the moft 


potent and policicke man that liues, may lie, veluts vomitu Fortune nauſeantss echte: 


asif Fortune from her loathing ſtomacke had vomited him vp, and ſpit him vpon the 
round: to preuent which danger, and to ſaue from enemies, the praiers and religion 
of the ſubiect haue alwaies beene the beitmeanes##® When Aale fought againſt 
Iſrael, Moſes, by his praier, aſſured the victory. b When Jeſaphat was in danger, he 
praic to God with his people: Fe know not what to doe, but our cies are vpon thee, 
Andthis remedy hath neuer failed the people that haue vſed it. Saint Ambroſe c re- 
ports of Theodeſins, that in a fought field againſt the Tyrant Ewgenixs, when hee had 
almoſt loſt the day, alighting from his horſe, and ſtepping before his armie, in the 
face of the enemie, he onely kneeled done and cried to God, Yb eff Deus Theodoſij, 
Where is Theodoſius his God ? and wonnetheday, 4 When Marcus Aureluu, in the 
field againſt 97 0000. enemies, was in diſtreſſe for want of water, the praiers of che 
Chriſtians relecued him: cams iyſa or atrone affuit Deus, ſaith Iuſtin CHartyr,ſo ſoone as 
they had praied God was wich them; and he receiued the praiers of the Church as a 
garriſon into his Empire. The Macabees had their name of this, that in their colours, 
when they went into the field, they had hue letters, waRgta every letter ſignifying 
a word, Mi chaElobims be Tiſrael : Whos like to God inlſracl: all their confidence was 
in God, on whom they called and depended. Thisis ſowell knowne and ratified by 
experience, that I neuer read of any State, Chriſtian or Gentile, but they haue acknow- 
ledgedir. That not the Church alone, burinfidels in their idolatry, and heretickes 
in — ſchiſme, haue had recourſe thereto. What more ſolemne with the ancient 
Greekes, Romanes, Carthaginians, or the Turkes and Barbarians at this day, than to 
enioine praier and religious ſeruice to their idols, for the ſecuritie of their State ? The 
onely errour among Chriſtians, being, either the performing of this exerciſe without 
cleanſing their lite, or the forgetting or neglecting thereof, or the caſting it behinde 
ſtrength and policy, which ought to follow it. Your Biſhops and Pr s honour 
and affect the ourward policy of the State as much as any in the kingdome doe, and 
take as much comfort in the ſtrength of our Nation, the wealth of the ſubicR, the vi- 
gilancie and circumſpection of the Councellor, the courage and skill of the marciall 
man, and will bee as ſorry toſee them decay: yet will wee neuer ceaſe to cry in your 
eares, A horſe is but a vaine thang to ſane. The S ANISH ARM ADA, and Po vv- 
DER-TREASON, and ALL THE TREASONS that haue beene plotted beſide, haue 
taught vs, that not the policy or counſell, or ſtrength of our Nation, but the mercicof 
God, che infinite, tender, ſauing mercie of our God, hearing the praier of his peo- 
le, was it thar reſcued, when h lay aſleepe on Dalilabs knees, and policy was 
linde, and all humane wit foreſaw no danger: the which may teach vs for euer not to 
boaſt too loud of Great Britains ſtrength, but to remember . 
taining RI II GI ON, and leading the ſubiect ſorward to DA v 071 0K, and by 
preſſing that which hath poiſoned the praiers of thouſands among vt, to procure that 
God euery where, by lifting vp pure bands, be called ypon, and elled for his merci- 
full prouidence ouer the State. a 
7 And wee muſt not onely be mindfull of the duty, but carefull alſo that wee diſ- 
charge it well; by reaſon that as true praier rightly informed will preſerue, ſo that 
which is otherwiſe will doe no good: therefore, as Saint Chry/oftome ſuith, Not only 
the flowers, whereof the — is made, muß bee freſh and lonely, but the band: alſo of 
him that makes the garland muff be cleane. For Saint James (aich, Num acke and receine 
not, becanſe you acke not as you ſbonld. We mult ioyne three things with praier, if — 
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will be heard, Firſt, the haxds lift vp muſt bee pure, that we live not in ſinne. Eſay 1. 
When yee multiplie your praiers I wil not heare you, for your hands are full of bloud, in 
which caſe, 8 ſaich Philo, doom Sv, W224 v, dite inguplar: Sacrifice © 
abominable, ſeruice vnholy, and praier ominous : For h he that turnes his care from hea» bro. 28. 3. 
ring and obeying the word, euen his prater foall be abonemable, Next, we mult perſcuere 
without werineſſe, praying daily, and waicing patiently, it any thing be amiſſe, and 
daily giuing thanks, So che Scripture teacheth: Continue in praier; and watch there- 
wato, For the State hath her daily clfarge, and duly enemies, and daily dangers: a8 2 
ſhip by ſea in along voiagez where perſeuerance, euery man in his charge, is it that 
makes a proſperous tourney. Thirdly, the minde muſt he lift vp to God by the purity and 
the demotion thereof : there muſt be faith and confidence, that God willheare vs; rewe- 
rence of his Name, meekeneſſe of ſpirit, laue to one another; and, as our Apoſtle faith 
in che eighth verſe, holy hands without wrath or doubting. And in the point of Thawnks- 
giving. there muſt not onely be in the vnderſtanding an apprehenſion of the mereies 
of God receiued, but in the will ſuch a ſpirituall ioy therein; and loue to God there- 
fore, that the minde thereby be reuoked from reioycing in any ching elſe, but onely 
in God chat ſaues vs. Tha is the prater that pierceth heauen: Prateraolat montes & 
nubes, penetrat cælum, & implet mundum, ecce quonſque volat von clumant is anime : 
It flies higher than mountainet or the clouds : it filleth the world and pierreth heawen, 
when the ſoule cries to God with an earneſt voice, When Arins infeſted the Church, the 
faying was, that At hanaſius reliſted him wich his learning, but Alexander che devour 
Biſhop vanquiſhe him with his praiers. Socrates telleth that when terrible fite in 
Conſtantinople, faſtened on a great part of the citie, and cooke hold of the Church, 
the Biſhop thereof went to the Altar, and falling downe vpon his knees, would not 
riſe from thence till che fire, blazing in the windowes, and flaſhing at cuery dooro to 
come in, was vanquiſhe, and the Church preſerued: with the flouds of his deuot n he 
ſlaked the fury of thethreatning element. The ſame ſhall be the force of our prajers for 
his Maicſtic and the State, if we be faichfull therein: hereſie may rage, treaſon conſpire, 
and enemiez caſt fire · brands; but we will trat in bim that neuer forſaketh-ſuth as cu 
vpon his Name, 12 221 
The next thing mentioned in the text, is the matter of our priters, cotitdiding 
the Perſons and the thing to be praicd for: touching the Perſont, he enioines that wes 
pray, firſt, generally, for af! men: and then particularly, for Kings andall in anthitHty. 
Firſt, for al wen, the reaſon whereof is yeelded, verſe the fourth, becauſe God wills that 
all men bee ſaued, and come to the knowledge of the lr: and Chriſt the Redeemer, in 
ſome true manner or other, gawe hi ſelfe a ranſime for all. Our deuotion tut attend 
Gods will, that what he willes we pray for, tliat ſo his will may bee done in earth as ic 
is in heauen. There were nodiffieulty in chis point if by AL t AN, homore were 
meant chan Al che elect, or All that profeſſe Chrift, and ate true members of the 
Church. For in theſe the mercy of God, ind the effect di our praiets infallibly and ap- 
parancly ſhew t hemſelues: for Rom. S. i hom he predeſtinated,chem he calls ; and whim bs 
calls, thoſe he inſhſies 5 and whom he wſtifies,them he alſo gloriſies. ut when we ſee wich 
our cics innumerable companies, and whole nations to be Barbarians, Infidels, Tewes, 
Idolaters, Herericks, Atheiſts, Profane,Excommunitate, Enemies;& when we'ctttain- 
ly know by the Scripture, & without controuerſie beleeue, no {mill part of mankinde, 
in Gods decree and eternal putpoſe, to ſtand reprobate and reieftedfrom ſaluarion,and 
all che effects of election, (Whether in the malle of ſin or not, abd whether vpn the 
ſoreſight of cheir vnbeleefe or othertyiſe, all is one to the poitit bY this diffſcùltie:) 
when, I ſay, it is of all hands yeelded that there be fo many reprobares, denied the

Firſt, pray not Gad to SA vx thoſe whom we beleene be hath reproba- 

Pleaſerh, ted from all eternity: the reaſon is, for no man praics for that which God hath made no 

promiſe to grant, as chere is no promiſe that he will ſaue him or thoſe whom he hath 

reiected from election, but the contrary z an expreſſe reuelation that hee will con- 

demne them. Secondly, it « vnkwowne to all men who in particular are reprobate, For 

albcic a man may diſcerne violent ſignes of reprobation in ſome, asin a Turke or a 

Jew. g yet, ſpeaking precizely, the reprobation of this or that man is a ſecret laid vp in 

Gods one boſome, and hee that gueſſes at it may bee deceiued, in as much as Gods 

* Rom. 11,23. Works of grace are ſecret, o that he who to day is a wilde oliue, to morro in an inſtant 

may be graffed in. Yea he that moſt ſtrongly thinkes himſelſe a 2 as Spira of 

Padua did, may ſuddenly be prevented by the grace of God, and ght to his iuſti- 
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tion of thoſe whom God ſaues not; yet for the temporal good of reprobates and all, 
whether ſpiritual or concerning their outward fate, we may both pray and ue thant er. 
The reaſon is, for God giues ſuch cemporall things to che reprobate, and for his 
Churches good, toglorific his Name, magnific his liberality, make chem wichout ex- 
cuſe, and benefit his children: which being ends belonging to the ſanctiſcation of 
Gods Name in the wicked, we iuſtly pray for all that which may advance them. 
9 Touching praier for our enemies, there lies no queſtion; our Sauiour ſo expreſly 
including it in the commandement touching praier, and by his one bleſſed exam- 
ple and the example of his deareſt ſervants commending it to vs. Rem. 12. 21, Be not 
onercome of euill, but ouercome enill with good, Philo, diſcourſing of Aaron; Ephod 
which he put on when he went to pray, faich it was 4muxirioue g A N ins: of re- 
preſentation of the whole world : hauing in it all colours co repreſent all ſtares of people 
whatſoeuer. And in very deed we erre more grofly in nothing than in bearing malice, , 
and wiping mens names out of our praiers, as if our priuate affection were the calen- 
dar of euery mans ſaluation, hen no man can rent himſelfe from his brother, but 
firſt he muſt rent himſelfe from Chriſt, who is the root whereon both he and his bro- 
ther grow: a8 a branch on a tree, cannot ſeparate it ſelfe from the reſt of the branches, . 
but farſt ir muſt depart from the tree it ſelfe, wherupon both it & all the other branches 
grow.

11 Learne here, that government and eminency is of God, by his one ordi- 


© nance, for the benefit of mankinde, and maintenance of civill ſociety ; elſe the Apo- 


{tle would not have tied vs to pray for them. Yea he faith expreſſy, Rem. 13. 1. There 
is no power but of God, the powers that be are ordained of God; therefore God giucrth 
them his owne names and titles, and ſets them in athrone like himſelſe: And * the De- 
uill, making an offer to Chriſt, that he would giue him All rhe kingdomes of the world, 
promiſed more than he had either right or power to performe, But here we muſt di- 
ſtinguiſn. There are ſoure things in a King, and euery one that is in authority. Firſt, 
his perſen, wherein he partakes in the common nature of all other men, and liues and 
dies like them. Second'y, his power and renal dignity, This is of God, whoſoeuer hee 
be that hath it, whether a good Prince ora Tyrant; a Were or a Conftantine, one or 
other. Thirdly, his comming ro his power, This allo is of God, when it is by lawfull 
meanes, without vſurpation, elſe not. For he that ordaines the power, allowech not 
the vſurpation of it. Fourthly, the vſe of tha power, which being iult, and godly, and 


right, is alſo of God: but the abuſe of it by tyrannie, ↄr idolatry, or imuſtice, for exam- 


ple, is not ſo; for God allowes no power to ouer-rule hisowne Law. Our Ana baptiſts 
therefore, and ſuch as are enemies to Monarchie, and all Conſpirators, Aſſalines, 
Rebels, and turbulent perſons, are beaſts and enemies to Gods ordinance and to na- 
ture. For, ſaith Philo, He that lines vnder a law, # a citizen of the world: the reaſon 
whereof he giues, ms wpdfu; Zmrbire agjs 76 feanue Tis gd: He rules bis ations ace 
cording to the rule of nature. For albeit the Magiſtrate ſometimes ſtep into his place 


and vſe i: 2 yet ſtill the place is of divine ordinance, and the meanes to te- 
forme what is amille, 


is ſtill to pray for Kings and all in authority. And not onely the 
King himſelfe is of God, but all the eminency and diſtinction of authority that is 


vnder him, his Nobles, his Councellors, his Iudges, his 3 his Officers, his 


Courts are all of God; to maintaine his State and royalty, and io manage the affaires of 
the Common wealth, which one man cannot doe: and it is but a ſauage and popular 
humour to backbite or deſpiſe this emmency in whomſoeuer Thoſe rhymes, ben 
Adam delued aud Exe ſpan, & c. were liker to be made in Wac Tylers campe than any 
where elſe; and the practiſe of Libelling againſt Magiſtrates and great perſons, at 
this day, that neither the liuing can walke, nor the dead ſleepe, canner be iuſtificd. If 
any thing be amiſſe, there is cauſe rather of ſorrow than laughter, and it is fitter to 


pray, than to lay our heads together at a ſcurrilous Paſquill: which tending to no- 


thing but the bringing of authority into contempt and diſgrace, the end may bee the 
ouerthrow of all at the laſt, when nothing is more dangerous in a State, chan for 
Stateſmen to loſe their reputation: and the Stage and Poet, with ieſts and Sacyrs to 
deride ſinne, which by che Biſhops and Paſtors ofthe Church is grauely and ſeuerely 
to be reproued. It is true indeed that among the Gretkes, in veteri Comædia the perſons 
of men were taxed: but they were Barbarians, whom Chriſtians muſt not imitate z and 


the Magiſtrates thereby were diſgraced, and the rude people armed againſt them to 


the ruine of the beſt men, as we haue examples in Socrates and ochers, and therefore 
the beſt States put them all downe. 

12 I come no to the laſt point ofmy Text: which is, the thing prayed for, or the 
end why we pray for Kings, That we may leade 4 quiet and — Mets all gedlineſſe 
and honeſty.

The next is, peace and cranquillity of cuery mans priuate ſtate, 
when no ſtorme beating the publique, he liues at reſt in his privace, and hach 
Iſam fru tum communi pacs, I he vſe and profit of the pub libæ peace, An image 
whereof we haue in the daics of Solomam D They delt confidently emery man 
vnder bis vine. and under hu figtree, from Dan to Beerſbebah. The want where- 
of gaue occaſion to a ſeruant of ĩhe Emperour Adrians,. when he died, to write 
ypon his graue ſtones;; Here he lies that died an oid man, and yer lined bat fenen 
yeeresz becauſe after fie was out of his infancy, all the reſt of his life was beaten 
with labour and vnquietneſſe. The godfneſſe mentioned is the true ſaich, and 
right ſeruice and worſhip of God by true religion, when the ſame is nouriſted 
in the State: as in the datesof choſe Kings that put downe the groues and alrars 
built to Baal. Honeſty ſuppoſes euery vertue that maintaines ciuill ſocietie, and 
gouernes the outward lite of the ſubiect: che contrary whereof is riot, diſorder, 
vnſeemelinelle in manners. Theſe are the things to be aimed at in gouernment: 
and for the obtaining whereof we muſt pray and giue chankes for King: and af 

in ant horit y. | 
13 Note firſt, chat the beſt and principalleſt things that can betide any peo» 
ple, is, che maintenance of true Religion and godlinefe, and the preſeruation of 
peace and outward honeſty in the State: the Apoſtle requiring that we pray 
for theſe things firf of al; as that which all men muſt procure to the verermott 
of their power: and which being obtained, God in this life, giues no greater 
bleſſing. Our nation therefore poſſeſſing theſe things in ſo ample manner, 
muſt confetle that God hath inricht it with his mercies, and made ir 
moſt happy, and giuen vnto it all that for the which he firſt ordained gouern- 
ment: of which point I ſhall ſay more in that which followeth. | 
14 Note againe, how the Magiſtrate, and others of eminency, muſt aduance 
theſe things and procure them. Furſt in their one perſons, and by their one 
example, themſelues liuing grauely, religiouſly and honeſtly. For if the end of 
prayer be that this may be in theState, how much more arethe Stateſmen bound 
toaduance it in themſelues ? It is athing that great men and well borne, may 
a5 ficly take notice of, this day, as any day in the yeere;ʒ that the vſing of their 
pleaſures moderately and diſcrecrly, and the compoſing of their manners and 
carriages, their ſtudies and example, to the maintenance of rebgiow and n 
H, will be very gratefull, this day, and well accord with the prayers of che 
Church. There is a fault this way, I will couch it, but ſoftly : Many gentlemen 
and eminent perſons, ſpecially of the younger ſorr, too much neglect that 
godlineſſe and gouernment which, by their meanes, another days when chey 
ae in authority, they ſhould fee maintained in others, Lightneſſe of carriage, 
want of learning, ignorance in the lawes, cuſtomes and gouernment of che 
country, ſlackneiſe, or poſſible, auerſneſſe in religion, abandoning themſelues 
oucr co ſpending and ſenſualiryz and for one particular, immoderate drinking 
xe euill diſpoſitions to eminency, and will makethem both vnable to main» 
tine the publike good, and vnfit to gouerne others. Nef ine hos, ſaich Pliny, 
qui o lib idinum ſerui, cas proriunt quos innit antur I Hare you net [cone thoſe 
who being the ſeraants of exery finne, yet pumib that in others, which themſelues 
| imitate? Aſendacia falax Damnat, & in meaches pladium diſtringit adulter. 
was the complaint of Proſper: that is to ſayz when liers were to be cenſured by 
deceiuers, and adulterers to be puniſhed by wantons, It was hut a hard ſhiſt that 
2 City in Spaine was glad to vſe for the redreſſing of ſuch a lib matter. Lade- 
xicus Vaces makes the report. The young Nobles and. gentlemen, divers of 
them, were fallen from che grauity and honour of their anceſtors : they follow- 
ed prodigalicy and lighcaclc 3 were — in the lawes, —_— 
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licile Arr, or military diſcipline z euer one had his miſtreſſe, and ſpent his 
time in courting her: bankers, reucls, dancing, amorouſnelle, was their ſtudy, 
Grear gallants they were, and that was all: which the ancient Magiſtrates 
obſeruing, thought, Whar will become. of the country which. theſe muſt go- 
uerne when we arc dead? They dealr wich the women, on whomchey ſaw they 
depended; their daughters, the Ladies, all the young Gentlewomen; and ſhew. 
ing chem the inconuenience, required their helpe, and gaue them inſtruction: 
which they following effectually, recouered the Gentlemen. They repelled 
from their fauour all that were fantaſtieall, ſent them to their bookes; aduiſed 
them to Armes, gravity, ſobriety, nobleneſſe: and fauouring none that were 
vaine, they wrought wonders, and ſecured the State; tflat theſe men proued 
as honourable and ſeruiceable in the ſame, as any of their anceſtors that were 
before chem. I told you this was but a hard ſhifr, yet was it the beſt they had; 
and would we had Ladies and Gentlewomen to doe as inuch for vs, when Bi- 
ſhops and Preachers, and lage examples of our State cannot doe it. 

15 Secondly, the Magiſtrates muſt maincaine ciuill boxeſty in others alſo 
that liue vnder them. For, Rom. 213. ſuch as doe exill are threatned, for the Aa. 
giſtrate beares not the ſword in vame, but is Gods miniſter to take vengeance on 
them. I need nor ſtand to proue that which no man denies : onely they which 
know they ſhould doe it, either doe it negligently, or are ourfaced that they 
dare not doe it. Who ſeeth not that whoredome, drinking, ſwearing, quar- 
relling, and roaring (pitie we ſhould be inſorced to name ſuch things in this 
place) are ſo common, that ſcarce is there leſt in the ſtreets, either religion or 
honeſty, godlineſſe or ciuility? But drinking is now ſo taken vp thorow the 
whole Kingdome, that the Germans, I heare, are like to loſe their Charter. 
There was in Rome a ſtreet called Vicus Sobrins, The Sober ſtreet, becauſe 
there was neuer an alehouſe in it; which is hard to be ſaid of any ſtreet in Eng · 
land. I heard my ſelfe, not long ſince, the principall Magiſtrate of this Citie, 
that tken was, in an open ſpeech to the Commons, make ſo pithy and feeling 
a ſpeech touching the bleeding ſinnes, and ſwelling ſores, (ſo, as [ remember, 
he called them of the Citie) and ſo tenderly exhort to amendment, chat I well 
perceiued many things to be diſcouered that could not fo calily be reformed. 
And yet the Magiſtrate muſt not be wearie forall that, when the prayers of the 
Church continually attend vpon him; and if, by all endeuour poſh ble, this one 
ſinne of drinking could bee put downe, the publike beneſty of our nation 
would the eaſilier be maintained. Now, all ouer the land, the Iuſtice of peace is 
milde, and the drunkard merry, which two, you know, will amend no ſinne. 
I will tell you a ſtory in Alꝓt henæus of an Alehouſe that came to be called, The 
ſigne of the Gally, vpon this occaſion, The roaring-boies meeting at a houſe, 
dranke ſo long, that their braines being ouerwhelmed, they thought all that 
was about them to be ſea, and the roome where they ſate a Gally, ſo rolled with 
waues that they feared drowning; and therefore, as men in danger of ſhip- 
wracke, they chrew all things that came to hand out of the window into the 
ſtreet, pots, plate and furniture, to lighten the ſhip: which being taken vp and 
carried away by ſuch as came by, the Magiſtrate next morning comes to puniſh 
them for the diſorder: but they, having not yet ſlept out their drinke, anſwered 
hir, chat it was better to caſt all into — ſea, than the Gally, wherein they were, 
ſhould be ſunke, and ſo many braue Gentlemen be caſt away and while che Ma- 
giſtrate wondred at their drunken imagination, another, creeping from vnder 
the table where he had lien all the night, replied, thinking che Magiſtraret 
to haue beene gods of the ſea ; And I, 6 ye Tritons, for feate laid me downe 
vnder the —— : Which diſtemper of theirs the officers perceiving, went 
their way, and forgiving them, bade, Doe ſo no more: to whom they all gaue 
this chankes ; If euer we eſcape this ſtorme, and ger ſafe to land, wee vo] you 
ſtatucs, and will ſet vp your images in our country as to our Sauiours, This ſtory 
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n a patterne of the behaujour which our drunkards vſe, and the manner how ic 
1s puniſhe abroad in the country; when they are preſented, they anſwer for 
themſelues ſome flegmaticke conceit of ſwimtning in the ſea; that reliſhes of the 
broch z and che Magiſtrate bids, Doe no more fo: and ſo the drunkard in ho- 
nour of che Juſtice, makes his image for ſauing him, and writes vpon it, Good 
ale neuer wanted a friend vponthe bench. 

16 There is as much to be ſaid of drinking healths, but I want time, nor 
greatly care I what any man can pleade for it : one Saint Ambroſe is more to me, 
and one diſcourſe of his, De potw ad equales calices, Touching drinkin 
healths, more moues me, than all the healch maintainers in this Cine: whom 
doe moſt earneſtly intreat to teade ouer and ouer, the 13, and 17. Chapters of 
his boołe, called De Elia & Ieiunio: where he ſhall not onely ſee the very image 
of ourcimes j Bibamu etiam pro ſalute Imperatoris, Let vs drinke Health to 
the Emperonr, hut heare the holy Biſhop ſo inueigh againſt it, that the grauity 
and bended browes of ſo great a Prelate were able to make the cup fall eur of the 
greateſt Barons hand in England, * The Emperour e-Awrelian was ill troubled 
to finde out one Bowoſiss to quaffe with the German Amballadour, who yet 
was derided for his labour, and commonly called, Not a man, but 4 drunken 
pitcher filed with wine, Our time affoords ſtore of theſe; whom no exerciſe can 
pleaſe without drinking, like the German mentioned by Pentanus, who hea- 
ring a ſolemne Tilting at the Court applauded by the company, cryed out, 
O valeaut ludi quibus nemo bibit; Farewell the game where there is no drinking. 
Let all men remember their end, and the terrible account they ſhall, one day, 
make to him that hath ſaid ic : O be to them that are ſtrong to drinks, and gine 
their companions drinks that they may ſce their nabedueſſe. 

17 Let me inſiſt ypon a word more that is in my text: Godſineſſe of religi- 
on. Wherein no doubt, our Apoſtle deſires Gods bleſſing vpon Kings for 
this cauſe principally, that the true faith of Chriſt may be maintained, and he- 
reſie ſuppreſſed. This is agreed vpon at all hands, that I need not ſpend time in 
prouing it. Gal. 5. 1 2. He wiſheth they were cut off that trowble the Church: and 
Irenaus reports the preciſeneſſe of che Apoſtles and Chriſtians of thoſe times, 
to haue beene ſuch, Vt n# verbo ten communic arent alicui eorum qui adultera- 
uerat verit. atem: That they would not ſo much as talke, or in words commu- 
nicate wich any that had violated the truth. For, him that is an heretiche anoid, 
faith our Apoſtle, Ti, 3. 10. Our countrey - men Romanized and leſuited, 
haue filled the world wich out · cries againſt our State, for ſuppreſſing them, and 
making lawes againſt their teligion. What they ſay, and ho they exclaime, 
and what they conſpire about this matter, I cannot now ſtand to rehearſe j but 
if cheir kereſie and ſuperſtition bee not expelled, how ſhall yout faich ſtand ? 
What ſecurity ſhall Sarah and her ſonne Iſaac haue in the houſe, if Hagar and 
her brat be not beaten out of doores ? I will play at ſhorr weapons with chem, 
and come to the point, PAPISTRY CAN STAND NEITMER VVITH 
PEACE NOR PIETY: THE STATE THEREFORE THAT VVOVLD 
HAVE THESE THINGS, HAD IVST CAVSE TO SVPPRESSE Tr. 
Touching our Peace, it hath not beene violated in our State theſe many yeeres, 
bur by them: nor ſcarce in any State Chriftian, ſince Charles the great his 
time, but the Pope and his Miniſters haue had a hand in it. It was the com- 
plaint of the noble Fredericke the ſecond, Reuera [mperialis anthoritas Papal 


ſemper impugnatur inuidia : The Papall ennie hath alway blaſted the authority of 


Kings, And I challenge all che Ieſuites this day in England, let them giue an in- 
ſtance of any kingdome in the Chriſtian world theſe 800. yeeres that hath not 
complaned of the Pope intermedling, and croſſing their peace. Bur I will 
ſkew them that a great part of the moſt grieuous tragedies that euer fell out in 
any kingdome, whether the combuſtion or the ouerthrow of the State, or 
the murder of the king, haue pp YE by chem; and ſo long as there js 
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2 booke to be ſold in this Church · yard, or we can keepe our libraries from their 
pur ging, it will be iuſtified by due record. He was a great King that put one 
to death for but wearing his Crowne in his owne preſence: hee was going in 
his Barge, and his Crowne falling into the water, the Barge man ſwom atter it, 
and onely put it on his head as he ſwam till he recouered tlie Barge: che Kin 
gaue hima talent for ſauing it, but cut off his head for wearing it. Woul 
God theſe men had done no more but reached at the Crowne to ſaue ic, but we 
know they haue endeauoured to ſteale it : and if authority cut them not ſhorcer, 
they will whenſocuer occalion ſerues, ſinke and deſtroy it. 

18 l will ſay nothing of their private turbulency, nor what good neigh» 
bours they are at home in the countrey where they rule the houſe that harbors 
them, and ſpecially the good · wife or Lady thereof, I will onely touch their 
ſaweineſſe with the Crowne, that which our State droops and bleeds vnder. 
Who is ſuch a ſtranger in our State, that he knowes not their refuſall of anoath 
only for allegeance and cinill obedience? their ſuing for diſpenſation, and their 
open conteſtations with his Maieſty and the State about it, the Pope with his 
Colledge and Conſiſtory maintaining them? Saint Auſtin ſaies, M. diſtinguiſt 
betweene the eternall God, and the temporall Lord , yet wee obey the t all 
Lord for his ſake that is the eternall God, And all Antiquity confelled (1 vſe 
the very words of Chry/offome, Theedoret, Occumenius, and Theophylatt ) that 
were he an Apeſtle, a Prophet, an Enangeliſt, a Biſhop, a Pricſt, a Monke : Sine 
quiſquis tandem fucrit, of what cloth ſcener bu Coat bee made, the King is 
aboue him. Srrabe tels of a High Prieſt in Pontus, that ware a Crowne, whoſe 
ſubiects were called Hieroduli, whom he ruled with Kingly authority; but he 
was a Pagan, and ſtill the King was his Lord. The Pope affects this prehemi- 
nence, and would haue all the world to be his Hieroda/i : he and his crew will 
be Pagans, Donatiſts, Anabaptiſts, what you will, ſo they bee no ſubiects. 
2 Chriſt told his Diſciples, Peter and all, The Kmgs of the Gentiles exerciſe 
Lordſpip auer theme, but it all not be ſe among you: The Popeand the Papiſts 
will exerciſe it, and turne the text, Kings exerciſe Lordſtnp auer their ſubics, 
and you ſhall exerciſe it ner Kings, and not be ſubieft, This point of ſubiection 
lies in their bones. There was ſomerime in Gaunt, as divers of the Magi 
ſtrates were ſitting on a bench in the ſtreet, a Begger, who poſling by craued 
their almes, and complained, that kee had a ſecrer diſeaſe lying in his bones, 
and running all ouer his body, which hee might not for ſhame diſcouer to 
them j they moued with pitty, gaue him each of them ſomewhat, and hee de- 
parted. One more curious than the reſt, bad his man follow him, and learne, 
if he could, what that ſecret diſeaſe ſhould be: who comming to him, and ſeeing 
nothing outwardly vpon him, but well to looke at z Forſooth, quoth the Beg- 
ger, that which paines me you ſee not, I haue a diſeaſe lying in my bones, and 
all my parts, that I cannot worke; ſome call it Sleth and ſome Idleneſſe. Our le- 
ſuiced Papiſts haue a diſeaſe that holds them much like this of the Begger z they 
cannot be ſubiect to looke at out wardly you ſhall diſcerne nothing, ſor they are 
cloſe : but there creeps all ouex their body, through ioynt, and is ſetled in 
the marrow,a Lordly humor, that they cannot obey, nor vnderſtand themſelues 
to be the Kings ſubiects any longer than the Pope will haue them. Some Phy- 
ſitians extenuate che nature and danger of the diſeaſe, but the begger of Gaunt 
was not ſo bad, not ſo hard to cure; and we ſee, when Phyſitians haue done 
the vttermoſt, it turnes at laſt to treaſon and rebellion ; that he which deſires the 


Kings ſafety, muſt pray ſor ſtronger phyſicke than yet hath been _ ray 
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this humor: though for my owne part, I chinke, the phyſicke 

if che ſturdy 1 eee ich execution. 
19 What wofull treaſons did they contriue againſt that bleſſed La- 
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againſt her? And now ſhe is gone ( Ah the ſacred name of Chriſtian pietie 
where art thou buried, that we might viſit thy monument i) how barbarouſ- 
ly haue theſe ſepulc hrorum effoſſores raked and digged into her graue, and railed 
vpon her royall name ? hom ſtrangers haue come from fure to ſee, as ſhee of 
Saba did to ſee Solomon? forreiners reuerenced, ſubiects doated vpon, all Prin- 
ces liuing admired, themſelues openly flactered, and for the time fawned vp- 
on? Ah bleſſed Lady, how did God, by thy hands, that which the potenteſt 
Princes in the world could hardly reach ro ? Honour held her State within 
thy Crowne, Maicfty ſprang in thy breaſt, thy heart was filled with piety, thy 
hands with picy, thy lap wich plenty, thy throne with iuſtice: thou lieſt not 
buried in the cold earth, but in the liuing hearts of all that knew thee : that 
which the peerleſſe Ladies of the former world had ſeuerally, thou hadſt alone: 
Placida, Pulc heria, Galla, Theodelind, Eudocia, Palelogina j of whom * it is 
faid, that with the bounty and admiration of her ſex, as with a nerſheefilhe, 
and caught, and drew vnto her the opinions of all men; and yer there is 
found a generation that curſe thy name: as there was a people, that had a daily 
ceremony, to goe out of doores, and with their face into Fe Eaſt co curſe the 
Sunne that gaue them light, and by his influence preſerued them. 

20 His gracious Mueſty ſpeeds no better: let their curſed writings, and 
baſe ſpeeches of him, and all other practiſes againſt him, be laid aſide; and re- 
member but thePovwpzn Tr as on, the vttermoſt point of all villany, 
beyond which it is terra incognita, no man candeuiſe what ſhould be berweene 
Hell and ic. The Hermit of the Legend, hearing all the Devils in Hell, as he 
thought, together on che other ſide of the wall, litcing, and blowing, and 
groaning, as if they had beene remouing the world, deſired God to let him 
ſee what they were doing; and they were but lifring at a teacher ; had not the 
Hermit come in, they would haue feathered ſuch an arrow, as ſhould haue 
ſtrooke thoro the heart of the childe yer vnborne. They ſay there is a bird, 


that, when men are at ſacrifice, takes fire from the altar, and burnes their hou- 


ſes z theſe are the birds of that feather, that can finde no fire to burne our State 
but what is kindled on their very altars, and the deareſt ceremonics of their 
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God himſelfe, are applied to execute the deuill and his Vicars curſed will. 7hu- 
anus writes that the Pope cauſed the maſſacre of Paris (hat time, in diuers 
arts of France were murdered aboue 60080 perſons) to be painted in his pa- 
ez it ſhould ſeeme, Ad perpetuam rei memoriam; leſt ſo extreme wicked- 
nelle ſhould be forgotten. So no doubt ſhould this Powder-worke haue becne 
painted by it, if it had not miſcarried: ſave that no Art could haue imitated 


the conſuſion, no colour haue repreſented ſo barbarous cruelty What ſtaine 
could ſhadow the bloud of ſo royall Princes ? what red were ſutricienc to paint 


the bloud of ſo many and noble Chriſtians ? what blacke, the darkneile of 
that day ? what azure the vnmercifulneſſe of the fire ? what deuice, what inuen - 
tion could haue expreſſed the wofull cry of the innocent, and the infernall 
noiſe of the blow? If they were men, why did they worke like deuils ? if 
Chriſtian men, let me ſpeake to them in the words of Saint Cyprian: Quid 
facit in pedtore Chriſtiano Luporum feritas, canum rabies, ſexitia beſtiarum, ve- 
nenuns lethale ſerpentum? How came into the hreaſt of Chriftians the rage of 
Wolues, the madneſſe of dogs, the cruelty of 4 the deadly poiſon of ven 
ſerpents ? Cum fits impy , crudeles, homicide , inbumani , non amplius eritis 
Chriſtians, ſaich Lucifer Calazitanw, of the Arians: When you are become im- 
pious, cruell, murderers, without humanity, you ſoall no longer be called Chriſtians, 
Yet cheſe men are made our ghoſtly fathers, and their religion ſtiled Catholike. 
But open your cares and hearken a little; and take the meaſure of them that 
cry thernſelues as loud as oiſter · women in the ſtreets, The Apoſtles ſucceiſoti. 
Ouer and belides that I —— and all the reſt they haue violaced 
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our Churches, threatned the Stateſman, aſſaulted the officer, reſcued the ma- 
lefactor, broken the priſons, ſhughtered our cattell ; theſe fiſty yeeres roge- 
ther trauelled of nothing but the deſtruction of their deareſt countrey that bred 
and bare them. O earth, earth, carth, couer nor this impietie, and let their 
wickedneſſe finde no place: O heauens aboue, reueale it; Oheauen and earth, and 
all you creatures, were it poſk ble you had any ſenſe of our complaint, beare wit- 
neſſe of it: Prieſts are turned into hangmen, maſſing into mallacring, ghoſtly 
fathers into bloudy murderers, Colledges of Friars into dennes of Allaſines. 
Alas for the infamy of our age to bearethe date of ſuch impieties, Bur thou, 6 
bleſſed Trinitie, the ſole intuſer of grace, who haſt kindled the feeling of all 
this wickedneſſt, asa fire in my bones, moue the hearts of our ſeduced coun- 
trymen, open their cies, and leade them into the waies of peace and godlineſſe: 
and as for Rome that works nothing but the rvine of thy Church and Goſpell; 
Remember, O Lord, the children of Edem in the day of leraſalem, how they bane 
cried againſt thy Saultuarie, Downe with it, dome with it, enen to the foundati- 
en ; O daughter Babylon, who one day fhallbe waſted and deftroied z bappy ſhall be 
be that rewardeth thee as thow haſt ſerusd vn. 
21 There is much to bee ſaid touching their religion: their turbulencie 
troubles peace no more than their hereſies corrupt religion: No time now to 
inſiſt — this point: this muſt be tried by our publike writings and diſputati · 
ons, if any man will doe it exactly. If the ſeuerall points of their faich, and 
the articles of their NM] CREED were euer taught or beleeued in the ancient 
Church, or otherwiſe came into the world than by the ſtrength of humane 
wit, for the aduancing of the Pope and his Clergies greatneſſe, why haue they 
: purged ſo many ancient bookes, coined ſo many — allowed nothin 
Ana to be authenticall but what the Pope agrees to ? and made him the ſole rule of 


eſt mens faith and conſcience? And y care not what any man perſwades 
at t 


himſelfe to che contrary, Our Ch is day, and euer ſince the reformatĩ- 

es ariculi fidei om of religion, hach had as learned Piuines able toiudge of theſe things, as the 

darin ipfam, 4l. Pope and his Abbettors in all their nations haue any to oppoſe againſt them; 

dee corel. page and which is Gods ſpeciall fauour to vs, wee haue a King who with his owne 

__ mouth and pen can iuſtiſie as much as his lawes mainraine, againſt the beſt of 

. Ord. c them all. Yer it lies not all on the point of learning neither : Saxanarols *cruly 
5 ſaith, Veritas Scripture paritate cordis & divine Hinſtratiove magis audifes 


three Monaſteries in his countrey that were ſo 
minicans, who had abundance of corne, and yet had no land to ſow : Another 
of the Frenciſcens, who were full of money, and yet receiued no rents: The 
third of Saint Thoma, whoſe Monkes had many children, and yer had no 
wiues. Theſe ſpeeches were in their time pl y vttered, but all the world 
knowes the morall to be tue: andſo I leaue them, and will end my text, and in- 
treat you to retire to our publike gratulation. e | 
... . + 22 If our Apoſtiewould hauePraver and rhankeſpining for Kings and all tn 
Das is, ena, | exthoritie; then, when NerowasBmpetour, ſuch acyranterd chat d- 
Sulp. facr. hiſt. uers held him to bee A michriſt; and euery Magiſtrate th v d 
Gur 10. perſecntor of che |; how deepſy are we be thanks for our 
5. times, wherein we enioy ſo gracious 2 Gouernour ? Iſpeake of one of 1 
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and greateſt Princes that the Church of God hath lightly had, and this land 
yet neuer had any greater: and therefore my ſelſe being of ſo ſmall faculty and 
ſtrait conceit, | muſt intreat you, in the phraſe of Philo, Io bebol the image 
of a great mount aine in 4 ſmall ring: To conceiue the worth of a good King 
in the narrow words of an vnskilfull ſpeaker z when the mercies of God 
beſtowed on vs, in, and by him, I treely confeſſe, are higher and greater chan 
I can meaſure. Were Ia Pact, a Clandian, 3 IHamertinns, that lo nebly 
ſounded out the praiſe of their Emperours : had I the reputation and faculty of 
an Euſebius, an «Ambroſe, a Nazianzen, a Chryſoſtome, ] would ſay as much 
of his Maieſtie as they ſaid of Conſtantine, Theedofimr, or Valentinian, For, 
Stipendium & Tyr anno penditur, predicatio non niſi bono Princip : Men pay * Caifiod. Var. 
tribute ta Tyrants, but commendation; are due to good Princes, and the leaft 4% 
reward we can yeeld them. He is vnthanł full that is vnmindfull of a benefir, 
vnthankfull char requites it nor, vnthankfull that denies it, bur moſt vathank- 
full char diſſembles it. Though we cannot require the mercy of God, yet wee 
will neither forget nor diſſemble it. 

23 Ir was Gods owne immediate doing to anoint him ouer vs, when the 
finnes of our nation rather cried for vengeance than deſerued fo happy go 
uernment; and the vttermoſt that the wit of enemies and malice of Satan could 
doe, was not wanting to make diuerſion. The manifold dangers from which 
God hath deliyered him, euen from his cradle, are ſo many pledges of his loue 
to vs: for they ſhall not miſcarry whom God protects. Daxid was gricuouſly 
perſecuted : Joaſs his lite fought by his one grand-mother ¶Arbaliab. (on * — bibhoch. 
ftantine being a youch in Dioclefiane Court, by the craft of Maximinu, was 
trained to combat with a Lion. When Mauritius was an infant, his mother "Euagr. lib. 3. 
faw a Faerie oftentimes to pull him out of his cradle, and offer to deuoure him. 
Queene Eli abet h dangers you all know, So that hat we haue is Gods en- 
tire mercy againſt the malice of men and euill angels. Thar day right was gi- 
uen to the ſucceſſion, which is no ſmall bleſſing: For, Baftard plants take wo * Wiki. 4; 3; 
rooting. T wo mighty nations that ſprang out of one wombe, bur had beene 
divided euer ſince they were borne, which is 2500. yeeres, were vnited ; the 
benefit whereof, if it be well purſued, will be ſimply che gteateſt that can be- 
long to both the Stages, if, as brothers, they will abſtaine from injuries, and 
ſbriue which ſhall ouercome other in piety and brotherly offices, There was 
nothing of that we had before, hut by his Maieſty we haue it either enlarged or 


confirmed to vs, and by hope of ſucceſſion in his ilſue, to our children aſter 
vs: Peace, Religion, Honour, Security: rhe beſt things and all that « State 
can deſire. The inconuenienee is, that by _— them we diſretne not 


their price: as the Barbarians abounding with gold and pearle, trucke chem; 
for pinnes and glaſſes. Had we liued a while as ® Ifrael did vnder the Madia- 14 6. 
nites, in holes and caues of the earth for feare ; had we taſted the times of our 
Barong warre litre in England; lived a while in Flanders vnder the Duke of 
Aluaz or in France the time of their civill warres, and taſted their maſſacres; 
or vnder the Spanĩard in the Weſt Indies z or a while vnder the Turke in da- 
tolia where he breeds his ſouldiers z or but at home vnder a Boney, and 2 Win- 
cheſtrr, or a Spaniſh Inquiſition; our taſte would returne vnto vs, and weg 
T — — of onr Church, eſtablilbed by 
24 Touching Religion, and the gouernment of oor Church, i ö 
— — 98 made by our Browniſts and their fa- 5 
vourerz: baue vr 18 Souls By grnetnes, for diſt oui anteil nud ae alway whining, sen, Hi 
and pon ſmall orc afions vſe tornltiply mount dives of complaien 
with their importunity, A contemptible'g 
ſwer: yet I will ſay no more that is true; Religic 


maintained in England thus day, a3 in any Church or n 
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much liberty allowed to preach it: and touching the Eccleſiaſticall gouern- 
ment by Biſhops which they ſo vellicate, I proteſt before God an man, 
it amaſeth me to ſee ſuch as can reade either the Scripture or Antiquity, to carpe 
at it, hen the Chriſtian world, for 1400. yeeres after Chriſt, neuer ſaw any 
other gouernment. I will flatter neuer a Biſhop in England, nor yet maintaine 
any thing that juſtly may bee imputed for an abuſe in the execution; but 1 
proteſt againe, that hauing diligentiy obſerued what could finde in antiquity, 
I inde the Eccleſiaſticall gouernment by Biſhops, ſo condemned by Brownifts 
and others, the ſame that was in the primitiue Church; and the ſubordina- 
tion of inferiour Miniſters to them, no other than was from the beginning. 
No mans zeale againſt popiſh Biſhops, or pretence againſt ambition and cot- 
ruption, ſhould haue made him forget himſelſe and the truth. I haue a good 
ſaying out of Saint Auſtin for ſuch perſons: Nor te, dilectiſſime, non fic vo- 
lumus bereticorum eſſe victorem, vt error vincat errorem, & quod peius eſt, maioy 
minorem : Let them not labour to conſute Heretickes in ſuch faſhion, that they 
will ouercome one error with another, and which is worſe, the lellerx with the 
greater. The vulgar ſort, who, by reaſon of ſome abuſes, which no kinde of 
gouernment, whether Eccleſiaſticall or temporall, can auoid, take all from the 
Biſhop, and giue to the lay Presbytetie: me thinkes deale like the French 
King of whom Cominæus writes, who hauing a Gallant in his armie that ran 
away out of the field when he ſhould haue fought, tooke away all his offices, 
& gaue them to one that ran ten miles further than he, No man can be ſo blinde 
but he may eaſily diſcerne this to be true: but the Friar laid wittily in his Ser- 
mon to the people; That the truth he preacht was like holy water, which euery 
one apace called for, and yet when the Sexton caſt it on them, they would turne 
away their face and let it fall on their backes. The time was when it was ſaid 
by che holieſt men that liued in the Church: Non minoris eſſe laudis non ſcin- 

dere Ecclefiam, quam idolo non ſacrificare : That it was no leſſe praiſe-worthy to 
abſtaine from renting the Church, than to forbeare ſacrificing to an Idell, And 
againe : Bonum pacu martyrio preferimus : We preferre peace afore martyrdome. 
Now the times are come that Nazianzen ſpeakes of; He i thought the bolieft 
man that can finde moſt fanits, and the Zealouſeſt for the truh, who will be pleaſed 
with nothing but what proceeds from his owne deniſmg., So gracious a King, and 
ſucha peaceable gouernment, now are nothing worth, ſe they may not 
ſer vp and put done euery man at their owne pleaſure. 

25 How great cauſe we haue to giue thankes for his Maieſties gouernment, 
both the Peace and Godlineſſe we enioy thereunder, and to call vpon God by 
daily prayer for the continuance of the ſame, you haue heard: gwe me leaue 
to ſay ſomething alſo touching his Maieſties owne Perſon z when no doubt his 
owne heart inriched with Gods grace, is the fountaine chat'ſends his godly 

ouernment forth, Wherein what can I fay that your ſelues know not before 

ſpeake it ? God hath giuen him a ſpirit guided with juſtice and clemency : his 
. Juſticehath not ſpared the greaeſts and I neuer yet heard any ſpeake there- 

of, but hee was of minde that the Kings one deſire was to haue all thi 
rightly adminiſtred. But his mercy hath made his gouernment r 
Haram gratie imperio illius tribaimus cuint miſericordia nihil debemu : We 
' aſcribe little bounty to his gonernment, whoſe mercy hath not made vs indeb- 
ted to him. There hath ere now beene much offered for a mans liſe, and 
| would not be taken: there was once for a Biſhops life of this Sea offered ten 
;* thouſand pounds. I read in b Geretixs, of one that offered to redeeme his 
fe fix times ouer: thrice with his weight in ſiluer, twice in gold, once in 
pearle, and vnions, and yet could not obtaine it, Oh that there had beene bur 
one dram of his Highneſſe clemency in thoſe hearts that were ſo incxorable: 
whohah ſacd, and ſpared, andpardoned morgan (olib)fuch Rod Wer 
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his owne ſafety, What can I ſpeakeof his Learning, Eloquence, and gifts of 
Nature worthy of che ſame! wherein I e his greateſt aduerſaries will not 
deny him to paralell, if not exceed, all Princes liuing, and to be equall tothe 
jearnedſt that haue gone before him. We haue heard him heretoſore, and ſaw 
him now lately in our Vniuerſities, in the middeſt of che learnedſt in all Pro- 
ſeſſions, ſpeaking and diſcourfing with no letle iudgement and readineiſe of 
ytterance and conceit, than iſ it had beene his ordinary Profeſſion. How much 
adoe had many to refraine very teares for toy, to ſee a 1 potent K ing, 
and Gods Vicegerent vpon earth, to — his State and Royaltie with him 
into the Schooles of the Prophets, and there with ſuch humilitie and meek- 
neſſe to ſic him downe among his = ſubiects, and conuerſe wich them in 
their owne facultie ? Neuer was there in the world a greater Patron to Lear- 
ning and learned men; there being few that excell in Learning and zeale for 
the Goſpell, euen in forreine parts, but he hath ſome way made them behol- 
ding to him: his owne writings of all ſorrs, but 8 in the cauſe ol Re- 
ligion againſt Antichriſt, are ſuch as have ennobled his Ki — for euer, and 
haue giuen more life & courage to vs all, than l may wel wich modeſty expreſſe: 
and time (hall ſhew, thoſe writings will worke ſuch effects againſt the enemies 
of the truth, that the "ges to come ſhall call him Bleſſed; And for his conſtancy 
in che maintenance and propagation of Religion, both at home and abroad, I am 
not afraid to ſay any thing, How frequent doe we ſee him in the Word and da- 


cramentẽthat ſcarce any priuate man heazes moreSermonsthan himſelfe ; that, 
in this teſpect, as 


ro aſſure vs oſ his entire heart, he hath giuen the deareſt pledges that he poſſibly 
could: agaiuſt che Pope and his he hath his Crowne, dignity, 
children, life y all he hath: what would we more ? We know well enough how 
he hach beene laboured at home and abroad for toleration of Papiftry: and 
howthe Recuſunts and their Patrons have negotiated the buſineſſe: yer could 
— neuer, nor ſhall they euer ſtime him. That day he gaue the Noble Prin- 
ceſle, that grcious Lady his daughter to the Platine, he ſcaled vs an inſtru- 
ment of his haudto teſtiſie his loue to Religion ; and make his affection there- 
unto knoyne to all men. Oe we yer forward to the reſt. How religiouſly and 
vertuouſſy hath he cauſed the Prince his ſonne to be brought vp, whoſe educa- 
tion is ſuch, that l make a queſtion wherher any Bilkop in our Kingdome be ſo 
religious and careſull in th educatiom of bis childe? This we arc ſure of; his 
Maeſty cannot, in all that is vader his hands, more gratific the State, and the 
Church of God, and his poereſubjefts chtrein, than in this one thing, if che 
conſequence thereof be well conſidered anꝗ compared with the contrary.

tine, Theedoſins, V alentinian, Grarian; and yet, if I liſted, I could picke quar- 
Tels to the beſt of them j; and euery ont of them wich ſome particulars 
i his gouernmen 

26 Let vs haue an eie to the text. When God, by his t, vp- 
holds vnto vs Peace, Tranquilicie, Religion, Godlineſſe ; praiſe God for «& 
King, and ye praiſe him for all theſe things: Loue and ſerue the King, and ye 
loue and ſerue God that hath giuen you all.

may be ſaid of his Court, as was ſaid of the Court of 
Theodoſims, that it was turned into an Oratorie for the daily ſeruiceof God.

N which words the bleſſed | Apoite inſtructs 
Timothy the Bilbop of Epheſus, how to preach 
to great and wealthy men, and how to exhort 
them touching the vſe of their riches, that they 
may be ſaned. For it sto be ſuppoſed, that as the 
pooreimbraced the Goſpell, ſo many rich alſo. 
For, A. 2.44. we teade of divers that had faire 

4 poſſeſſions and much wealth; and 19. 31. of ſome 

"FS 2 . chat were of the chiefeß of Aba; that belecued: 

bor Ephelus, andi all Aſia werefull of wealth: and 

5 if there had beerie none then, yer aſterward, 
when the e of the Gentiles ſhould come in, there would be many borki 
great, and noble; and rich, and wealthy, that God would call into his Church, 
in all ages; and therefore he leaues this Scriprure for them, to aid ee 


— 
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direct them in the vſe of their riches, and teach them how to carry themſelues, 
that, wich their greatneſſe, they might alſo enioy the hope of eternal life; wich- 
out which hope all worldly wealch and greatneſſe were nothing worth. For, 
u ha ſhall it profit a nean to winne the whole world, if he loſe his ſoule? ſaich our da- 
viour, ar, 16. 26. And as at a, funerall dinner there are many gueſts, and 
at cheare, but no mirth, becauſe he is dead that ſhould make it: ſo in the 
ol riches there is great plenty and much abundance of ourward things, but 
no ſecurity of minde, if they bee not well vſed; becauſe that is wanting that 
ſnould giue ic, the hope of faluacion, and aſſurance of eternall life in the world 
to come. He had ſaid, a little before, verſe the ninth, that Swcb as will be rich 
fall mo temptatiomuud ſnares, and luſts, that plunge tbem into deſtruction; and 
that the deſire of mom ſhould be avoided as the root of all exill: The which Do. 
Qjne, leſt it ſhguld be miſtaken, he expoundsin this place; that his meaning 
is no ſimply to condemne the ſtare of rich mien, as ſome doe, but only to ſore- 
warne them ol che danger : that they poſſeſſe their riches, and vic them wich 
that hutnlity of minde, and chankfulneſſe to God, and readineſſe to doe good, 
that ehey may make them a meanes to preferre themſelues thereby to the vn- 
doubted hope of eternall life. 

#- I know well, this Doctrine, and very likely this Text too, is often hand- 
led in chat — that is no matter; the audience and occaſion will ſcarce 
admit any others. The Prieſts muſt walke, witli the ſame Arke vpontheir ſhoul- 
ders, euery day once, about the walls of Iericho ſot ſix daies together; and che 
ſeuenth day ſeuen times: of, 6. 3. The King of Iſrael beat the ground thrice, 
and the Prophet was angry that he beat it no oftner, 2. Reg. 13. 18. The Sunne 
riſeth daily, yet no man is wearie of it. The body is nouriſhed, and diſeaſes 
cured, not ſo much with the varietie of meats and phyſicke, as with their 
goodneſſe and fieneſſe. If it pleaſe God to giue me ſtrength, and you patience, 
the Text will ſerue well enough. 

3 It containes a threefold admonition for the rich. Firſt, touching their 
minde, what to auoid: Not tobe high minded, not to truſt in their riches, but in 
God. Secondly, then touching the vſe of their wealth: That they doe good, 
that they be rich in good workes, ready to diſtribute, willing to communicate, 
Thirdly, touching ie end why they muſt doe this: That they may lay vp is 
fore, for themſclaes, ber, foundation againſt the time to gome, that they may lay 
hold oneternall life. They may polſſeſſe their riches, heir riches muſt not 
polleſe their minde. Then againe, they muſt not poſſeſſe their riches alone, 
but ac Gods ſtewards put in truſt, they muſt ſaithfully impart them to others. 
Then laſtly, chey muſtſo ſtore vp riches, that they ſtore vp withall a good con- 
ſcience, and fo lay hold on cheſecarthly things, that they loſe not the hold of 
better things in the life to come, Theſe are the particulars of the whole. 

4 But firſt let it be noted how he propounds this doctrine: Charge them 
that ane rich in thus world, He condemnes not riches, nor diſallowes their vie, 
but onely bids Timothy admoniſh ſuch as haue them to be humble minded. Hee 
binds no man to tenounce them, but to vſe them well, and to ĩoine the riches of 
Goes grace — ad There haue — humours — = with ri- 

hes and greatneſſe, and all pro dominion; that ing might 
bee in common. The Cornctll.of Dioſpolis charges Peli ich chi opi- 
nion, and made him recant it. But he was not the firſt, Nicepb. lib. 9. cap. 16. 
ſaich of Euſt at hin- and his ſectaries, Quod locupleter extorres prorſue reguo co- 
loram efſe duxerum:; They held no wealthy man could be ſaued. In our times 
the Ambepuft lied chis conceit: they made a booke, called Oy reſtituri- 
en, wherein they taught it violently, Hortenſia, in his ſtoty, tels ſtrange 
practiſes of theirs chis way. But ic is an abſurd humour, fir for none but ban- 
uerouts and rebels: when poſſeſſions are giuen of God, and property is foun- 
in dhe lay of Nature: and againſt it Saint Aufm Ep. $9.9. 4. ay 9"

tull co God]; for they are a portion of the flocke, ouer which the holy Ghoſt 
hath made vs ouerſeers, and vnto whom the will of God muſt bee revea- 
led as well as the poore.

heemade the — wear of bis bouſe, Firſt, by a deuice of great caldrons full 
of ſcetbing water, hee made an carth-quake, and multiplying — the vas

7 Andthis, no doubt, is one reaſon why rich and great men, in all ages, 
haue had ſmooth and flattering Teachers about them; becauſe they will endure 
none that ſhall chargeor reproue them. For when they will not giue way to 
Gods authority, but ſo-ynthankfully draw pride from that which ſhould draw 
them to humble themſelues ro God the more; it is iuſt with God to leaue them 


lighe to ſce cheit aimble fingring, howthey runne in and out, and touch dou- 
ble and treble; but 


carry that minde, to haue the Preacher conceale any part of this charge: If you 
cannot amend yodt finne ſo ſoone as you ſhould , O yet ſuffer vs to rebuke it, to 
touch it, to ſmite it; our doctrine and plaine dealing, in time, may bee # 
meanet to helpe and Neale you.

9 Faſt, charge them, 7 bat they be not bigh minded. It is the nature of great - 
neſſe, when it comes, to blow vp the heart, as a bladder is blowne with quill. 
Aud our Apoſtle ſaid in the ninth verſe, The rich fall into buſts and ict ations, 
Serietas qua iam oft, etiam nomins, vitijt, & dinitys, ſaith Sid mu + Wralth 
and wickedneſſe begin both with a letter, and are ſeldome aſunder. And us hee 
that drinks wine ſhall teele it fume into his head, though he be neuer ſo ſober z 
ſo riches and all worldly greatneſſe are a cup of fuming wine, which the beſt 
man char hues ſhall ſeele fuming in his heart, and ſomeare made ſtarke drun- 
ken wichall. E/ay. 19. 9. They are dranke; but net with wine, And as wormes 
breed in the heart of trees, and they tell of toads and ſerpents that haue heene 
tound in the midſt of a great ſtone, ſo pride the worme of wealth, (o Saint 
Auaftin calls it) commonly breedech in the ſpirit of tich men. And cs is 
the reaſon why the Apoſtle inthe bit place giues warring of ic.

15, Whois the Almightie, that wee ſhould 
ſerue him? and what ſhould we get by praying to him ? Theſe are the charactert 
of a high minde, whoſe ſecret thoughts are noted by the holy Ghoſt that we 
may ſceche peſtilencie of chat which che Apoſtle, here, giues warning of, 
Apes, 18. 7, 1 fit a Queens. Dan. 4. 27. 1: not this great Babel, that I baue 
built by the might of my power ? Obad, verſe 4. Thou exalteſt thy ſelfe as an 
Eagle, and makeſt thy neſt among the ſtarres. But it is a better way to heare 
what God ſaics, Jer. 9. 23. Let net the wiſe man glory in his wiſdome, nor 
the ftrong man glory in his ſtrength, nor the rich man glory in bis riches : but let 
bim that glorieth, glory in thi, that bee vnderfiand and know mee, ſaith the 
Lord. | 

10 I haue now ſhewed what it is that rich men muſt avoid ; but I muſt adde, 
that poore men, and meane perſons, muſt auoid it too. For it is a venome that 
poiſon the baſeſt alſo. Hagar, Abrahams bond-woman, was no ſuch 

ffe, and yet Gen. 16. 4. Sarah ber miſtreſſe was * — in her cies, And 1 Sam. 
io. we reade how the refuſe of the people deſpiſed the Magiſtrate, Thus it fares at 
this day among vs; ſeruants deſpiſe their maſters, the people reuerence not the 
Magiſtrate, the graue Magiſtrates of this very Citie receiue not che pledges of 
reſpect. Job ſaith, when he was a Magiſtrate, and walked thorow the ſtreet, the 
young men ſaw him and bid themſelues, the agedroſe and ſtood vp: the care that 
heard him bleſſed him, and the eie that ſaw him gane witneſſe to him, lob 29. 7. 
Mow yang mens Prentices, ſeruants, the common ſort, are ſo farre from hi- 
ding themſelues, or riſing vp, that I haue often ſeene the Magiſtrate faced, 
and almoſt brow-beaten, as he hath gone by: but that due obſeruance and ho- 
nour, that, by baring the head, bowing the knee, ing awfull r 
they ſhouldyecld to ſo publike Magiſtrates in fo honourable a Citie, I haue 
ſeldome ſcene. The reaſon is, that Preſumption and arrogancy followes youth 
and baſeneſſe, as well as wealth. A paltry cottage will ſend out as much ſmoke 2s 
a great houſc. A rotten log that isall ſap, will yeeld as much faw-duſt, as ſound 
timber. The beſt motiue I can propound to all young people and ſeruants, is 
this; ſo to carry chemſelues toward their maſters, as they would their owne ſer- 
uantt another day ſhould carry themſelues toward them : and ſo to honour 
* as themſelues would looke to bee honoufed, when by their 
well - doing, God ſhould hereafter aduance them to the like place. n 

Ii In che ſecond place againe Negatiuely: Charge them, not to truſt in riches, 

The companion of pride is confidence in that which a man hath : the Prophet 
Hl. ., 16. ſaics, They ſacrifice to their net, and butne incenſe to their u: 
the meaning is, chat the fame confidence which by ſacrifice and intenſe 
teſt to God, they put in their wealth. And 406 34,24. itis noted to bea 
in the couctous rich man, to mae gold his hope, and to ſay te the wedge of gold, 
Then art my confidence: where the Sepruagine tranſlate, If 7 baue wedded my 
ſulfets gold, becauſerhey doat it as a man doth on the his wife:

12 But the Apoſtle giues areaſon againſt this : They are vncert ain. Which is 
2 good reaſon; for Hope and Truf ſhould be planted vpon that which is firme 
and certaine, leſt it deceiue vs. The Greeke word here vſed, an, meancs 
chat it is not apparantiy maniſeſt, that our riches are that we take them for z wee 
preſume of their voodfiiſe, but we may be deceined : as Mar. 13.

for riches bet aker her to her wings, and as anEagle flies away into the heawens, And 
25 a bird ſhut vp in a cage, will away ſuddenly whenſocuer ſhe ſpies a hole open; 
ſo worldly wealth ſlides away thorow a hundred holes. Jer. 5, 27, Ara cage 
full of birds, ſo are their honſes full of riches: and 17, 11, Ar the Partrich ga. 
there her young, ſo is ke that gets riches vniuftly, They write of the Parti jch, that 


ſhe will ſteale the egges of other birds, and tall their young ottes that ſhe neuet 


hatcht ; but when they are flig and can flie, they all lcaue het againe mourning 
and calling when chey are gone, and ſhe that had many running after her for x 
time, by and by hath none at all. So, ſaith the holy Ghoſt, ir ſhall be with him 
that truſts in his riches. Je 3. 3. / ſaw him well rost ed like a tree, and ſuudeniy 
Icurſed bis habitation : that is to ſay, I abhorred the vncertainty of his ſtate, 
and in my minde preſaged the ruine of it. The experience of all times and 
ſons confirmes this. And the very Gentiles contetled it more than many Chrt 
ſtians doe., Zonaras, pag. 32, Tom. 2. writes, that the manner Was among 
the Romancs, When any triumphed, that ax Officer ſtood be binde him, aui bade 
him, inizv A, i agromy x el ie, Lookewhat was beljinde him; and there he 
ſaw awbip and 4 bell, to admoniſb him, that forall his preſent greacnelle; yet in 
time he might fall into the laſhes of miſery, that as a bell it ſhould found and all 
his friends ſhould heare ic. Thus fell [ob and Nebuchadneztar : thus B chiſarias, 
that hauing ſometime beene the moſt honourable, wealchy, and powetfwll'in 
the Empire, in his old age begged from dogre ro doore, and being blinde, was 
lead by a boy begging in the ftreets, Beliſ⸗ olam date. Panlus' Aneilins 
tels of a great man, that boaſting of his proſperity, as if nothing could ſhake 
it, was admoniſhed by his friend, Salam iram Numine procul abe ſſe ã̃ tum ſe- 
cun dis rebus non p:ſſ; : Gods anger could not long forbeare ſo great ppoſperitie : 
and ſhortly after fell into that wofull miſery; that greater hath not beene heard 
of. The moſt renowned Emperor Fredericks loſt all, and ſued to be made but the 
Sexton ot a Church, How many great Merchants haue ſuddenly loſt all? how 
many Noble men haue ſpent all ? how many wealthy perſons haue come to ex- 
treme pouerty ? All ſtories diuine and humane ſhew this to be true. Fe Sun 
daies come ouer our head, but decaied houſholders, r 
ve gathered for. The wealth therefore of this world is compared to a treech 
caſts his leaues, and is ſoone blowne downe, Pſali 37. 35. or to grilſe that 
ſoone withereth, Pſal. 90. 3. He growes lu the graſſe y ea to graſſe en the houſe 
top. withering, that the mower cannet take bis bandfull, Pſal, 129, C. yea co no- 
thing: Freu. 23. f. Wilt thou caſt thine cis vpon rhat which it nothing In the 
fourth of Jonas, you may rende of an [uy, ho in anight ir ſprang,” and was an 
arbour for Jonas to ſit vnder, and ſuddenly went away 4ptinc. It were n good 
Embleme for great mens houſes: In that [uy behold alt your ſtate and. riches, 
Let the greatneſſe and pleaſure of your minds be the greetineſſe of cr Let the 
increaſc of your wealth be compared to the growing of + — —.— 
and tenants, and followers be che leaues of it:? Let yourppace and ccm enttdent 
that you take therein, be as the ſnadow: But chen — — the wi 
thering of this Iuy. The worme * fading af the * 
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the decay of your (tate, when you fhall bee ſpoiled of all you take pleaſure in. 
The wind chat ſmote Jama head, is che misfortune that may blow vpon you: 
and his griefe is the ſudden aftoniſhmenc of minde, thatſhall cake you when all 
this comes. This is the firſt vncertainty that is in riches. | 

13 But ſome there be that feare not this: let them therfore feare another point 
worſe than this. In the time of — not; againſt che ſoreſt brunts 
they are weaker than pouertie. I care not for helping with a little bread, or wich 
this brane apparell: that is no helpe; giue me that which will helpe ia the di- 
ſtreſſe of my ſoule, in the anguiſh of my conſcience, in the houre of death; againſt 
the terrours of (in, and wrath of God No worldly greatnelle can doe this, but 
the faith of a good conſcience alone. Pſal. 9. 48. Whatman liues, and ſpall not ſee 
death ? ſball be deliner bis ſoule from the band of the graue] And Tob 18. 13. The 
firſt borwe of death ſhal denonre his flr ength,and casſe him to go to the K ng of feare, 
Yea their riches ſhall be ſo farre from helping, that, if they be ill gotten, they ſhall 
increaſc the matter of their torment,/ob 20. 14. His meat in bis mouth ſhall be tur- 
ned into the gall of Apetʒ when he comes to iudgement he ſhall finde, that which 
he would not belecue, how bitter ill gotten goods are in the digeſtion. Many 
in this Citie grow exceeding wealthy by vnlawtull meanes; vſury,brokage,bri- 
bery: but let all ſuch re a ſaying of $f, Au ſtiues: Multi in bac vita mandu- 
cant gue poſtea apud inferos digerunt : Diners dewoure in thu life what afterward 
they digeſt in bell, This is their ſecond vncertaintie. | 

14 Thirdly, their vncertainty lies in this, that they ſeeme to bee that they 

are not, and no man knowes their deceiueableneſſe. They are much ſought, 
and with great aſfection poſſeſſed, and yer the moſt dangerous things in the 
world ; in ſo much that our Sauiour ſaies in the Goſpell: It 4s caſie for 4 (a- 
wel to goe thorow the eie of a needle, as for a rich man tobee ſaued. Which hee 
ſpake in regard their riches are ſo deceiueable. Ie ſaies of the wealthy man, 
Tob 18. 8. Hee walls vpen ſnares, and the grin ſhall take bim by the beele, 
Where the Doctors note, that riches intangle men in many ſinnes, as it were 
in a net. And rich men ſcarce walke into any action, but, aſore they goe thorow 
with it, their conſcience is enſnared : and then, like a bird, the deuill hath 
them by the heele, from whom we ſce how hard a thing it is ro recouer them, 
And therefore Saint Arftin ſaies of riches : us non fallacia quia dubia, verùm 
in ſidioſa quia dulcia : Their tichleneſſe makes them decei and their lickerifh- 
neſſe vntruſtic. This kinde of vncertaintie is in being occaſions of 
finnc, as our Apoſtle teaches in the ninth verſe. They puffe e heart, they 
intice to ſecuritie, they are bauds to wantonneſſe; and when leaue a man, 
they fill his heart with diſcontent and murmuring. Quantum, cum babentyr, 
beret amor, tant ans cum (ubtrahuntwr writ dolor : Me laue not them ſo woll mhenwe 
laue them but we ſorrow as much after them when they are gone. He that hach moſt 
is neuer ſatisfied, if once he fall to louethem. A ſpunge is holden to bee a living 
creature, but it hath no parts z ic is all belly to ſucke in and digeſt, nothing elſe: 
ſo is it with a couetous man, hee is 4//belly, hatſoeuer hee doth, tends to get · 
ting. But of all other temptations that follow riches, none like the ſtrange al- 
ceracion they make in the minde of man vpon their comming: that hec which 
before was louing, 5 — and contented, and t

many men; Who hane gone to the Theater ſober enough z

and tiches, and worldly greatneſſe, haue preſented themſelues vpon the Stage 
vnto them, and wich their louely aſpect a little inchanted themchere hath been 
noching wich them but vani preſumption. We haue heard much of the 
efficacy of muſicke, what paſſions and alterations it will worke in the minde of 
man, and how it will put him into fics, beſide himfſelfe : but 1 will tell you a 
ſtory in Saxo Grammaticus: There was in the King of Denmarkes Court, one 
that plaied on a Harpe ſo exquiſitely, that it was ſaid hee could put men into 
what paſſion he liſted, chough it were into fury and madneſſe. One deſirous to 
make che triall, would heare him, but ſo that diuers Gentlemen, ſtanding a 
looffe off out of the hearing, ſhould be ready co come in, and ſtay themulicke,if 
they ſa him in any diſtemper. Things thus ordered, the Muſician began to play: 
and firſt he ſtrooke ſo deepe and ſweet a note, that he put the man into dumps, 
that he ſtood like one forlorne witch care, his hat in his cies, his atmes wres- 
thed, ſighing and lamenting. Then the Muſitian began a new note, and plai- 
ed nothing but mirth and deuices, that the man began to leaue his and 
fall a dancing. But in the third place hee ſo varied his notes, and by degrees 
wrought vpon the man, according as he ſaw him incline, that from dancing he 
brought him co ſhoucing vutill he grew franticke, and ſlew foure that came in 
to ſtay him. If riches bee not vied che wiſclier, they doe the ſame that this 
Harper did. Fitſt, in the beginning, when a man is gathering them together, 
they fill him wich care and reſtleſneſſe, that nothing is more miſerable than 
« man carking after the world. Then, in the ſecond place, when hee hath ta- 
ſted their ſweetneſſe, and is gotten thorow his trauell, when he comes to be a 
maſter, he falls a dancing, and ſhe wes the vanitie and edry of his minde: he 
ſpeakes proudly, his behauiour vaine, his apparell exceſſiue. And in this fit his 
wife alſo dances with him, But when this fit is ouer, the third paſſion is phren- 
ie, killing and ſlaying ; hee becomes à griping vſurer, and cuts the throat of 
many a man; and 4s ſo ſtrong & violent in wharſocuer he takes in hand, that no 
man wit h ſatery may come within him. Ita avimorum babitus inſleſtit modorums 
varutas : Thus riches make enery man dance after their pipe. Sic vitys vt dinitys 
incubantes,(aes Sidoming: I hey foſter their fins as well as their riches that loue their 
riches. This is the vncertainty of riches, and the reaſon yeelded by the Apoftle 
why no man ſhould truſt in them. 

15 The next part of the charge is affirmariuely : But to truft in the kning 
God, who gises richly all things to emoy, In which words there are two reaſons 
aſſigned why they ſhould truſt in God, Firſt, hee is che lining God: who liucs 
himſelſe by his one perfection, and giues life to all other things, Thelife of 
God is his eternall nature, when, by che immanent operation of his vnderftan- 
ding and will, as by his one forme, hee moues himſelfe, and gives motion 
—— to all inferiours cauſes z being himſelfe the center, and firſt begin- 
ing of all motion, not determined by any thing out of himſelfe. This life of 
Godis Anime mundi, the fouls of the world. All. 17. 25. In him wee line, 
and ane, anihaze our being, And our Apoſtl 
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Pal, 20. 7. S ome put their truſt in chariots, and horſes, but we wil remember the 
Name of le bhon ah our God. As if he ſhould ſay, All the power in the world is no- 
thing, if God wichhold his life from it. And thus we ſee, many times, death, 
and miſery, and want, and weakneſſe, to be in the midſt of abundance; when 
life, and comfort, and peace, and ſtrength, are found in pouerty. Thus the 
poore mans childe growes vp, and many a one ſtraitned and ſcanted wich 
want, yet liues in much peace; hen iſſue failes, and poſterity miſproues among 
the rich, and their houſes, euer anon, are ouerthrowne, This is che firſt reaſon 
why To truſt in God, N 
16 Tbe next is, He giues vs, richly, all things to enjoy, Where, as I noted 
in the beginning, foure conditions of the giſt of God are affirmed. Firſt, that he 
giues vs allt hings, generally either that we haue, or that wee ſhall need, or can 
c In this great variety and plenty that we ſee, all things come from him: 
and in this great neceſſitie wherein we need ſo many things, he denies nothing, 
He giues the King his Royaltie, the Nobleman his Honour, the Captaine his 
ſtrength, the rich man his wealth. He giues vs health, and pleaſure, and deli- 
uerance in the time of danger; and as Nathan ſaid to Dauid, 2 Sam, 12. L. If 
all this were too little, he would yet giue us more, He ues all things, Next, hee 
giues abundantly: richly, as — the greatneſſe of a King. Earthly Prin- 
ces, and che greateſt that lie, are faine co meaſure their gil , becauſe their ſtore 
is not infinite; but, Ephe/. 2.4. God i rich in mercy, Wereade of a Duke of 
Millan, chat marrying his daughter to a ſonne of England, he made a dinner of 
thirty courſes, and, at euery courſe, gaue ſo many gifts, to euery gueſt ac the 
table, as there were diſhes inthe courſe. This was rich and royall entertain» 
ment: but God giues more richly, Thirdly, he giues freely: he exchanges not 
wich vs for any — that he receiues at our hand againe, but he gives, that is 
to ſay, without any — in vs, he conferres freely: tor He will baut mercy vp» 
en whom be will haue mercy, and will ſheg» compaſſion vpon whom he will ſhew com. 
paſſion, Exed. 33. 19. Therefore wicked and vnworthy men are rich, and 
great, and honourable z and the heachen that haue not knowne his Name, en- 
10y great abundance, No man doth ſo ; but hee thatgiues moſt can yerſcarce 
be ſaid to doe ic freely, becauſe though he receiue nothing againe in che ſame 
kinde, y et he hath chankes, and enioyes loue and pleaſure from him hee grati- 
fies; whichGod, in many doth not and if any be chankfull and loue him, that 
alſo is his gift whereby he preuented and ſtirred him vp. Amor Dei facit nos 
amabiles: Gods lone infuſed into Vs makes vt ſuch as he can love. Fourthly, hee 
giues effectually, to emen, that no malice or enuy, of che deuill or man, can 
take away the benefit of his gift from vs. He giues it, and ſo giues it, that hee 
vpholds it to vs againſt loſſe and decay; and then giues vs Gomfort in it, and 
ſtrength to it, to ſerue our turne. He giueth ſtrength to our bread, war 
to our clothes, cheereſulneſſe to our health, and ſecuritie to our plentie. But there 
are yet two things more intended in the words. Firſt, he giues vs all things to 
vſe and occupie, and doe good with, to our ſelues and others: not to ho 
locke vp, and live beſide it in baſeneſſe and penury z as if our houſe ſhould bee 
like the den of a Wolfe, nothing hutto cram . wee 
lay hold on: for Solomon ſaich, Eccl,g.7. Go eat thy bread and drink thy wine with 
50: that is, as the Chaldee Paraphraſt expounds, Taſte thy bread,thyſclfechear- 
fully. and helpe the poore. Tob auch, 3 1. 18. He eat not bis meat alone, but the poore 
grewvpwith bim, and the fleece of bis ſbeepe warmed him. This man was more than 
the lailor of his wealth to carry thekeyes. Next, che meaning is, to enioy that 
we haue well. and vſe it lamfullj not to beſtow it as we liſt our | 
ro the corrupt luſts of our hearts, ypon the vanities and exceſſes of the 
but as becommeth the ſtewards of Gods gifts. For the rich man, in che Goſ- 
pe, Luk, 16,19.was no miſer of his goods, but ſpent freely yet for ſo much as 
ne did it ypon ep un. ju | * 
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17 I cannot leaue this point thus, but muſt needs ſpend a little more time 
about it; and therefore I humbly beſeech this honourable Audience to giue 
me leaue to deale freely and really. When God beſtowed this abundance of 
wealch vpon the land, hie neuer intended that it ſnould be ſo abuſed, in prodi- 
gality and excclſe: Drinking, and dicing, and gaming, and apparell, conſume 
che moſt part of many a mans eſtate; to ſay noching of whoredome, and ſuits at 
Lew. and other actions of prodigality. Many hundreds ell their land, which 
God gaue them to enioy, and deftroy their eſtates, ro maintaine theſe things: 
this is ic that makes our gallants crudge fo faſt berweene the Broker and the 
Vſurer. The exceſſe of apparell is ſuth, both in men and women, from the 
Lady to the milkmaid, chat it ſhould ſeeme they imagine, God gaue them their 
riches for nothing but to decke themſelues. The walls of old Baby/ow might 
haue beene kept in repaire with as little coſt as our women are; and a Ladies 
head is ſometime as rich as her husbands rent day. There is as much, poſlible, 
to be ſaid of men. I haue little hope to controll it. When Luther beganne to 
preach againſt the Popes pardons, a friend of his came to him, and gaue him 
this counſe!!: A; good hold your tongue ; the cuftome in [0 , you il doc no 
good ; goc into your ſludy aud pray, Domine miſerere noftrs 5 and get youno anger» 
The ſame you may ſay rome, for any hope of reformation chat I ſee. And if 
ſome little reſtraint were intended, I make a queſtion whether our Ladies, and 
citizens wiues, and ſome Preachers wines among them too, would ferbeare to 
doe as the Dames of Rome did, when a motion was made to abridge them a little 
of cheir ie wels and coaches : they flocked together aud ſuffered no man to 
goc into the Senate houſe, cillchey had let him ſee their teſalution. Cato might 
ſay his minde, but the women would haue their will. But the will and 
of the beſt ſubiects in this land, be they women or men, ſhall not beare them out 
2gainſt che Almighty : who in his word hath controlled this excelfe, and by the 
Paſtors of his Church in all ages condemned it euen to hij their paineing,cheir 
nakedneſſe, cher incon in all faſhions, their e N A $ltuara: the 
inftrumcncs of diſſolutenelle: their Gordy dan, G oel, il N vi 
naar uu: 23 N atianzon ſpeaketh: The ſophiſtry thoir locker, turning their 
bead into 4 tage for men to locks at. But this is nothing. Feare they not him that 
hath made heauen and earth, and hach throwne itifo fudden miſery,and knockr 
downe bcfore their cies, as gallant as themſelues, in the top of their pride? 
Feare they not ſickneſle, di a loachfome age? O why att thou ptoud, O 
duſt and vanity ? vile earth, lapped vp in t magnified dung, 
—ͤ — P yet once” more 
vrgeche point, —— any remorſe; any grace, any memory 
of Gods loue be lefr among vs) doe = dere exe make of 
Gods good gifts, tha houldbeſpent to better pur releeuing the poore, 
keeping houſe, paying of debts, bringing vp your children ? Doe you neuer call 
to in Geraden of the time ſp ent about theſe things, hen ſcarce one 
houre in rweney ſoute and twenties is beftowed in humble prayer and true re- 
pentanct vpon your knees, in your eloſet, vnto God ſee ybu not what a banner 
you diſplay of a vaine mine; cher minds nothing but theſe crifles? how you 
confound alt order and ſtat es, by going brybnd your calling ? what occaſions 
of ſinne and vncleanneſſe you offer to your fthaes and others ? how you deface 
Gods workmanſhip, your bodies, as if hee made chem vnperfect, and you 
would mend them No copitat vanitaren vninerf, qui trinerſas vanitates

ro a thi, Touching the Get; point, it is to be obſerued, that our 2 poſtledock 
not particularly expreſſe and name any thing, as almes, or lending, or contri. 
buting this or that way; which yet they are bound vnto in expreſſe termes 
elſc where; but onely in generall he bids them not wichhold their riches, but 
communicate and diſtribute them, to al good purpoſes, and be good and godly as 
well as rirb, yea abound in godlineſſe as much as they doe in wealth and proſpe- 
rity. The ſubitance is, doe good, diſtribute, communicate, euery way: the firſt 
word imports all good, what{ocuer belongs toa Chriſtian life, pieiy, holinelle, 
iuſtice, integrity, religion, all godlineſſe.* The other two, diſtribute and com- 
municate, — good which properly is expected from rich men, that none elſe 
can doe, The proper good of fire is to warme, the good of water is to waſh and 
cleanſe, the good of meat to feed, the good of phylicke to cure ; and the pro- 
per and ſpeciall good of rich men is to helpe and releeue by communicating and 
diſtributing, where there is want either among the poore, or in the Church, or 
in the Common- wealth. The which goodneſſe our Apoſtle moſt wiſely op- 
poſes againſt che manifold euill that they may doe. For a great man with his 
riches may doe much hurt: he may oppreſſe the State wherein he liues twenty 
waies z by ingroſſing, by inhanfing, by monopolies, by vſury : he may op- 
reſſe his enemie: peruert iuſtice: giue bad example: hinder religion: ſupport 
ereſie: beare out himſelſe in any wickedneſſe (for, e gift in the boſome pro- 

ſpers which way ſoemer it goes.) This is it that hath filled this Citie, and all the 
world with oppreſſion, and bloudſhed, and whoredome, and Atheiſme, and 
Papiſtry, and blaſphemy, that a great man may doe what he liſt 5 becauſe his 
riches affoord himche meanes, and are a buſh at his backe. This isit char makes 
che name of riches ſo odious in the Scripture, and rich folke ſo ſuſpected in the 
world. And this is it that cauſes many a man to ſecke after greatneſſe, and au- 
thority, and place, and promotion, that he might be able to execute the lufts of 
his heart ; as many loue to be mending the fire, not becauſe they care ſor men- 
ding it, but becauſe they would warme their fingers, From all chis the A poſtle 
reuokes vs to the doing of geod. This is the ſubſtance, 

19 The quantity is, rich in good: the quality, ready and willing. In whick 
words he teacheth how to conditionate our diſtribution; there muſt be Pliney 

and cheerfulne ſſe. Firſt, they muſt be rich and plentifull, as God hach beene to 
them. He giues richly al —_ and expects that wee ſhould diſtribute r5cbly 

aine. This is done, when firſt we caſt our cies vpon all ſorts of that is 
to be done: the poore in extremity mult be holpen: orphans aged muſt 
be prouided for: our poore friends that are behinde hand z priſoners, and di- 
ſtreſſed houſholders : young tradeſmen that want ſtockes, mult be thought on. 
We muſt be ready to helpe forward any publike good, Churches, high-yaies, 
bridges decayed: and to contribute to any want. When ike contribution 
for = State is called for, God forbid any man ſhould draw backe. All this 
belongs bp rich ego. Then we — doe icliberally; as our — 
permit (for the Ape ids not giue all away, but communicate part) and as 
we ſhall perceiue 2 neceſſitie —— for God hah promiledto Caliph that 
we ſow, and increaſe the ſruitt of aur benenolence, 2, Cor. 9,10, and | 
bids vs ſparſe abroad, with a full hand like a ſceds-man in a broad field, wighour 
fearey The fruits of our liberality ſhall beincreaſed, For the . — 
but they that ſeebe the Lord hall want nothing, Pſal, 3 4, Then „we. 
not be weary, Gal. 6. 9. but continue ſo long as wee haue any thing, and in- 
creaſc our bounty as God increaſeth our ſtate. We heare.many rich complaine 
of hinderances they haue had, by ſea, by debtors, by bad ſeruants z but Ichinke. 
he that hath diſtributed moſt, and giuen neuer ſo much away: Pur pol. 
will not ſay he is at this day a penny but I can tell him it hach made h 
a a pound richer. For as a State politicke, ſending Liegen abroad — <= 
| ingdomes, 
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kingdomes. doth thereby ſecure it ſelfe at home: ſo, that wediſperſe abroad, ſe- 
cures che reſt at home: the praiers of them that are relecued, ind promiſes of God 
made to our liberalicy, and the forritying of our conſcience by well doing, ſhall 
make our wealth breed and multiply better than either vſury or miſery, And as 
he bids be rich, ſo ready and willing alſo. Rem. 12. 8, Let bims that ht merey, 
dee it with checreſulneſſe: and 2 Cor. 9.9. Net wdgmy hy, or of neceſſity, for God 
lones a cheere full — No man needs helpe alone, he needs alſo covfage and 
cheerefulneſſe; for want appalls the minde, Thy gift may relecue his want, 
but thy loving countenance, and cheeretull words reletue his minde. This,

It were a worke inferi- 
our to no other, if they were continually and ordinarily viſired by godly Prea- 
chers appoimted thereunto, that ſhould preach vnto them, catechiſe them, and 
ſee theit order, and make relation thercof to the Magiſtrate, Beſides, ſuch pri- 
ſons as haue leſuites and Romiſh Seminaries in them, are daily viſited by Re. 
cuſants, who bring their friends with chem for conference. And fo by that 
meanes they are ſi , and others confirmed in Papiſtry: Popiſh bookes are 
ſcattered abroad, and more hurt is done in the ptiſon (notwithſtanding the care 
of the Magiſtrate) than abroad. They which are in authoritie can tell how to 
order them better than I 3 but it were much good to Religion if that generarion 
were a little more reſtrained, The King of Meth, ſometime in Ireland, vpon 
an occaſion not much vnlike this, «hed one how certaine noiſome bird; that came 
flying into the realme, and bred there, might be deſtroyed ; who anſwered him, Ni. 
dos coram vbique deſtracndes : The way to berid of them, was to deſtroy their 
weſts, If you will ſhewany zeale in rooting out Papiſtry, and deſire to rid the 
City of it, the neſts and cages where the Ieſuites and Maſſe - Prieſts are ſhur vp, 
and breed, muſt be looked vnto : both private houſes, and the common pri- 
ſons, where theſe vncleane birds are better entertained, than honeſter men, and 
truer ſuhiects.

29, 1. whiles pri 
uate men ſit in reſt, without care or feare of che enemy z which hee cannot 
without theſe things. It is —— cauſe of the loſſe of the

Greeke Empire, by the late conqueſt which the Turke made of the famous 
ntinople, was che churliſhnellc ofthe ſubiect toward their Emperour: 
the ſiege was foreſeene, and motions were made for contribution toward the 
repaire of the walls, and orrtaine military charges, but the ſubiett drew backe, 
and pleaded want vntill it was too late, and the Citie loſt: what time the Turke 
ing. and finding ſo much wealch in priuate mens houſes, amazed, life 
his honds.40. Heaucn, and asked what they meant that had ſo much wealth; 
to ſuffer dhernſelues to hethus deſtroyed, onely for want of viing it. When I 
remember the benefits tha God gauevs when hg brought his Maieſty in, and 
is rare conſta 2 and expoſing himſelſe and his chil· 
dren to the fury of the deuill and his Agent, for our ſakes; and when I chinke 
vpon the liberty that the Goſpell and luſtice obtame vnder him; and when 1 
reade, no and then in my es, of the vaſt and wofull confuſion that ma- 
ny a people liues in, in compariſon of vs, I wiſh that in lieu hereof his gracious 
Highneſſe, as long as ha liues might receive all contentment from vs againe. 
For all wiſe men knoyy chat the welfare of Kingdomes flowes from the good- 
neſſe of the King. And cherefore his :Maicſty is worchy of all hee hach, amd 
more, and we may wich comfort conttibute to his charges that we doe, and if it 
ore.

24 This promiſe auouches thrte things. Firſt, that there is a time to come, 
an eternal life. For many rich are ſo beſotted with che preſent time ot this life, 
that they thinke there is no other, or if there be, y et they deſire ir not, but aban- 
don themſelues ouer to the preſent, Thus che rich man, Lake 12, / will ſay to my 
eule. Thox haſt much good; laied vp for many yeeres : line at raſe,take thy pleaſure : 
and Pſal, 17. Danid mentioneth ſome whoſe Portions in this lifes that is, which 
lookt no further: but our Apoſtle propounds vnto them the time co come, 
whereof ic ſtands euery man in hand to haue regard: for asthe tree falls ſo it lies, 
ſaies Solomon, Ecaleſ. 11. Sccondly, he affirmes the foundation of eternity to be 
laid here, that all fuch as will enioy the life to come, lay hold vpon it in this 
life, There is no queſtion of this point. For Abe. aba tels che rich mou, being 
in hell torments: A cmember that thou, in thy life time, recetnedſt thy pleaſures ; 
and likewi/e Lazarm paine : therefore he us glorified, and thoutormented. And che 
Apoſtle requiring them ro lay a good foundation, implies that che ſtare ofche next 
life followes the 2 of this, as the vpper building followes che foundation. 
If we liue well, that is a good ſoundation; i wickedly and diſobediently, chat 
is a bad ſoundation. For, Jes 4. They that plow imiquity, and fow wickedneſſe, 
fad reape the ſame. This liſe it the field wherein. he mult ſow that will reape: the 
Vineyard wherein he muſt labour that will teceiue wages: the race whetwa he 
muſt runne that will be crowned : the matt time wherein he muſt occupy his 
talent that will be againer: che warfare wherein he muſt fight valiantly that will 
ba re warded. lob.ig.: The night approaches wherein no man can works, Thirdly, 
he affirmes, that as there is a time and a life rd\come, che foundation whetof is to 
be laid in this life: fo humility of minde, and mercy, and goodneſſe, and readi- 
netſeiu diſtributing, is che way to apprehend in; and come vnto it : and all 
rich men thereby haue readie and infallible way vhto ſaluation. So ſaich Saint 
laho, M Epi. 3. 4. 87 this we know, wearetranſ{dted from death to life, ij wee 
laue our brethrey.. And therefore our Sauiour, Luk, 16. bids,» Make you friends 
wh your riches, that they (your ends by exhibiting your almes) may Fecrine 
(and malie way for you to enter) h excrleſling babirations, Bur, of all other, 
the 25) of Matthew fhewes this moſt plainly : where our bleiſed Sauiout ſtrall 
ſay at the day of iudgement, to the godly, Come: bleſſed, M. And this id the 
reaſon why almes, ind mercy, and al good workes, arc ſo commended in the 
— and in the Fathers, and haucchoſe high titles given vnto ehem; be- 
they are the things which God hach appaiaiced'vs to walke in for rhe 

25. For che hetirt ding of which point, and cher you may ſee che 
venome Which the Church of Rome hach put into the doctrine of almes, ind 
all good workes; you muſt note, that for the beinging man to heauen and 
pinelle, wo things — — e muſt be ſatisßed, and 
price be — — ar ſinne, owes co God. For God having 

en the Law — — in thought, word, and deed i and un 
— — is ſinne 5 the iaſtio® of God is ſuch, char he cati- 
a Cd gd bebe thirſinne, and a ĩuſt and full faris- 
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faction be made co God for the breach ofthis law: the which no man can doe 
by almes, or prayers, or any good workes z but by faichin Chriſt, whoſe death 
and obedience alone iuſtificch from the law, But then, ſecondly, when Chriſt 
our Sauiour hath reconciled vs to his Father, and eleuated vs into a new ſtate, 
that our ſinnes are pardoned z and obtained for vs the gift of erernall life : yer 
ſtill we muſt performethe conditions, and walke the way preſcribed in the Goſ- 
pell. As if the King freely, without deſert of mine, at the mediation of another, 
ive me a place about him, and neuer ſo much right vnto it; yet I am bound, 
it I will enioy it, to come vnto him, and doe the things that the place requi- 
reth: and iſ he giue me a tree growing in his forreſt, this his gift cies me to bee 
at coſt to cut it — and bring it home, if I will haue it: and when I haue 
done, I cannot brag that by my comming and ſeruice, I merited the place; or 
by my coſt in carrying the tree, made my ſelfe worthy of the tree; as the leſu - 
ices ſpeake of their work es: but onely my deed is the way that leads to the frui- 
tion of that which is freely giuen me. And there cannot be produced a place 
in all che Scripture, nor a ſentence in all the Fathers, which extend our workes 
any further, or make them exceed the latitude of a meere condition, or way, 
whereby we walke to that, which not themſelues, but the bloud of Chriſt, hath 
deſerued. The Prophet Daxid was a holy man, and mercifull to the poore, 
yet when he comes to the pointof meriting, Pſal. 143. he deſites God, Not to 
enter into indgement with him; for no fle(b «righteous im bis fight, And, that 
which might giue an end to this controuerlie for euer, Apoe, 4. 10. we reade 
the foure and twenty Elders had Crownes upon their heads, but yet when they 
came into the preſence of God, to worſhip him, They caſt them downe before his 
Throne, and cried, Thou alone art mort hy. Againe, within the ſame latitude of 
our workes, the A poſtle ſaith, that thereby, t lay hold vpos eternall life; be- 
cauſe as they are the way, ſo they giue confidence and aſſurance to the conſci- 
ence, and lay, through hope, the ground of ſaluation in out minde. For as hee 
that keepes the way, is ſure ra come tothe end; fo he that perſeueres in the way 
of a good liſe, is ſure to come to eternall life, and hach confidence, not becauſe 
he rhinkes his workes are worthy, or deſerue it, but becauſe he knowes they 
are the way. 1. Ieh. 3. eur heart conde mme vs not, we baue confidence toward 
God. Saint lerome writes of Hilurio, a holy man, that when he died, and felt a 
motion of feare, he checkt himſelſe; Egredere anima mea, egredere j quid timer? 
Septuaginta prope annis ſeruiſti Chriſto, & iam times? March ou my ſemle, and 
ſet forward willingly : why feqreſt thou ? theſe ſenenty yeeres thow haſt ſernedGod, 
and wilt the be now afraid ? For as in aclocke, the finger makes not the Hocke 
to goe, but the clocke it; and yet irſhewes how the clocke goes within: iſo our 
workes. And as, aſter a long ſickneſſe, when a man feeles his ſtomacke come, 
his ſtrength, and ſleepe to amend, and his fits to abate; bee beginneth to con- 
ceiue certaine hope of life : euen ſo our workes are tlie ſignes of our election and 
the fore · runners of ſaluation, whereby we lay hold on it by hope and faichy and 
walke toward it. This is the Apoſtles meaning. 4 
26 Let vs come to ſome application of it, and ſo end. When the foundati- 
on of eternall happinelle is to be laid in this world, by living godly patidfuch 
2s will enioy heauen muſt lay hold vpon ic in this lifez they much forget them- 
ſelues, that, by liuing in ſinne and wickednelle, lay the ſoundation of their 
owne deſtruction. For /ob ſaith of wicked man, 20. 1 f. that His boner ſhall 
befilled with bis finne, and it ſpall comch downe with bim in the duſt j and 1 70h. 3. 8. 
Let no man deceine you with vaine words z be that doth wichedly is 4 wicked man, 
and of the dewill, — to haue eternall liſe, and yet —— any 
foundation for it. If euer it were a time to cry out of ſinne,'this is it, 
the Preachers may ſay with the Angell in Zach, 1. We baue gone thorow rhe 
world, and bebeld al the world. fill, au is at ref. Aud it cannot be ſaid 
of ys, as it was of the Amorites , that Their wi * 
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Gen. 15. For we ſee ſin to be of char eleuation, that there 1$'fcarce left any roome 
for the mercy of God to helpevs, There are foure things that ſhew ſinne to bee 
compleat, and nothing wanting but the terrible iudgements of God to be daily 
looked for, Firſt, when the ſinnes are great, like the ſinnes of the Gentiles, 
Atheiſme, Whoredome, Sodomy, Bloudſhed, Oppreſſion. Theſe are crying 
ſinnes, and there are no greater, Secondly, when they are ſo generall that all 
ſores are wrapt in them. In Sodome there were not Ten good men, Gen. 18. but 
round about, from the young to the old, they followed wickedneſſe, Gen. 19. 
and Gen, 6. 12. All fleſh bad corrupted their way vpon the earth. Thirdly, when 
it is done openly without ſhame or feare, Eſay 3. 9. Their comntenance teftifieth 
againſt them; they ſhew their finmes like Sodome, they hide them not; like Ab/o- 
lan that Lay with bis fathers concubines in the fight of all Iſrael, 2 Sam. 16, 227 
Fourchly, when it refuſeth all admonition and reformation, and no Preaching 
can beat it done: like the old world, that an hundred yecres together, all the 
while the Arke was in making, deſpiſed the preaching of Noab : and like Ba- 
bylon, Jex. 51. 9. ## would haue cured Babel, but ſbre could not he healed, The 
ſinners of England are of this ſi e. Let it bee written wich a pen of iron, and 
the point of a Diamond, ler, 15. 1. No ſinne fo great but it is among vs; 
and that which ĩs greater than the greateſt, the greateſt ſinnes are, many times, 
either leaſt puniſhed, or not at all. And che courſe of ſinne is fo generall, that 
he begins to be counted very preciſe that will not ſweare and ſwWagger with the 
worſt. But if any man cleaue, a little more than ordinary, to Religion, that 
ſcarce ſutes with the ciuilitie of out time. And our ſinnes are fo open, that I 
mult ſay with Bernard, They are become the fable of the world : that if wee 
ſhould not ſpeake of them, euery man might call vs the groſſeſt diſſemblers of 
the world. VD God the Noahs of our time had leſi vs any peece of 4 garment 
to couer them. Neither will they endure reproofe, but are juſtified, and affront 
the Pulpic, that the greateſt Biſhop in the kingdoine ſhall bee cenſured if hee 
deale with them. Yea the torrent of theſe things is ſo ſtrong, that it ſeemes 
manifeſtly to tend to the diſſolution of all humane ſocietie. Three things main- 
taine ſocietie, Reli gion, luſtice, and Order. Religion is pitiſully violated by 
Atheiſme, Blaſphemy, Hereſie, horrible Profaneneſſe. The Stages now in 
this Cicy, wee is mee that I ſhould hu to fee it, toſſe the Scriprure phraſe as 
commonly, as they doe their Tobacco in their bawdy houſes. Iuſtice is de- 
ſtroied by oppreſſion, rapine, bribery, extortion, partialitie. That of the Pro- 
phet, E/ay 59. is verified: Indgement is turned backward , and luſtice ſtands 
alvofe : for trath is fallen un the ſtreet, and equitie cannot poe, Ochepiticof God! 
IF truth had fallen in the deſert, it had beene no maruel}; but charit (ball fall in 
the ſtreer, where ſo many goe vp and downe, and none ro helpe ir vp; and be 
ſo wounded with the fall char ic ſhould bee lamed, no vprightneſſe, no plaine 
dealing, no truth among men z this is lamentable. Gouernmeiit und order is 


profancd n by whoredome, in- 


ceſt, Sodomy, pride, drunkenneſſe: Theſe things are too manifeſt : and all 
that are guilty muſt make account, when they haue runne their race; that there 
is a heauen and a God, whom it will be a wofull thing to loſe for the baſe plea . 
ſures of this world. And in this palſage I value all ten alike, of hat cloth 
ſoeuer his cvar be made i hee that laies the foundition wich fire · worke, muft 
looke, in the end, to b&blowne vp. The great Nobleman, that thinkes God 
hach tnade him greater thau others, for no purpoſe but that he might be bolder 
to ſinne, than others: ce w Gentlemen that turne towfits into ſheepe- 
walkes ; felt Bencfices for ſeady money j oontriut hoſpitality Into che narrow 
roome of a poore lodgigg riken mores © Cirie z'that ſubuert che ſtrength of 
the land by vnreaſonable rencing the tenants t the ſudge that takes bribes; 
that indges for fauour, that vpon the bench makes lawes, and iuſtice, and reli- 
gion, ſtoope to his luſt; Lare pleads againſt the tight, leads Iurie 

into 
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into periury: ſpends 1s Sabbath after Sabbach among clients, openly y dehying 
God P his face thereby, and that 1 loues has fee. — than we 4 
ordinance : the ſharking Officer chat receiues bribes, and ſpares neither che 
King nor the ſubiect, but ſucks from them both what hecany and the Clergie 
man too chat failes, eic her in life or , or labours not eſfectually to feed 
che flocke whereol the holy Ghoſt hath m r him Ouerſcer: for all tha: are ſuch 
as cheſc, andall — _ lay — of — muſt needs build 
vpon condemnation, An t wy words may worke no es, 
— any man can deny this to be true, he muſt turne Atheiſt, — 
taine that my Text, and all Scriprure, is falſe; and that there is no God, nor 
heauen, nor hell torments. A hard point to ſettle in che minde; yet if it be not 
ſo, all that liue in this vngodly ſort ſhall — For God in the Serip- 
ture hath ſais it, and all che holy men, from the beginning of the world to this 
day, haue heleeued it.
